ROOSEVELT’S STEADY GAIN 


DEMOCRATS: ALARMED AT HIS 
GREAT STRENGTH. 
PREPARING A PITFALL FOR UNWARY 

REPUBLICANS—ACCESSIONS TO .THE 
YOUNG REFORMER’S SUPPORT. 
Democratic managers, thoroughly con- 
vinced that Mr. Roosevelt has a united party 
back of him, are changing their tactics for the 
campaign which is to be fought next week. 
Frightened by the work of Mr. Roosevelt’s par- 
ty managers and satisfied that his candidacy has 
aroused the party to such vigorous and united 
work as has not been done here for years, they 
believe that unles# some supreme effortis made 
Mr. Roosevelt will be elected. They are, there- 
fore, preparing to spring that effort on the pub- 
lic next week. That effortisa shrewd one, and 


they depend upon the assistance of Republicans 
to earry it out. 

Their plan is this: Confession of the fact that 
Mr. George has made a remarkably heavy inroad 
into their vote is to be made. Fears of his possi- 
ble election unless some united action is taken 
are to be expressed through the columns of the 
papers ander their control and by the use of cir- 
culars now being prepared for distribution 
among the business men, irrespective of party. 
To every one an appeal to vote for Hewitt, now 
the weakest candidate in the field, is to be made 
on the ground that only by voting for him can 
the election of Mr. George be prevented and the 
* dangerous ciasses” rebuked. 

The dissensions in the ranks of the Democratic 
Party, whose leaders are preparing to knife Mr. 
Hewitt in favor of Mr. Nooney and candi- 
dates running independently for Congress, the 
Assembly, and the Board of Aldermen, will nat- 
urally not be referred to, but the necessity of 
electing Mr. Hewitt will be rung upon with all 
the changes that shrewd party managers can 
devise. Nostoneisto be left unturned to try 


and make the business men and property own- 
ers believe that there is no issue before them ex- 
cept anarchy under George and peace under 
Hewitt. The treachery in their own ranks, the 
unpopularity of Mr. Hewitt. with the party lead- 
ers, Tammany’s openly expressed desire to have 
George rather than Hewitt, and the inability of 
the leaders to draw back from the George ranks 
their old-time-allies and followers has made 
this course an imperative necessity. {tis to be 
the gaibler’s last trump card and his best one, 
and it will be piayed for all it 1s worth. 

Onthe success of that play is staked every 
hope of victory. The party is hopelessly di- 
vided, and its leaders know that unless they 
can divide the Republican Party and independ- 
ent vote and secure a gvod share of it tu: Mr. 
Hewitt he willbe disgracefully last in the race, 
and Mr. Roosevelt will be triumphantly elected. 

In the success of this cleverly devised plan lies 
the only danger of Mr. Koosevelt’s defeat. His 
campaign is going ahead with an enthusiastic 
boom, he has a united party back of him, young 
men are enlisted for him, and business men have 
opened their eyes to the fact that the coutest is 
really between him and Mr. George. Unless all 
these exceptionally favorable auspices can in 
some way be overthrown. the hopelessly broken 
“united Democracy” sees defeat staring it in 
the face, and so they have decided to play their 
last trump card early next week. 

Yesterday's efforts, as Will be those made in 
the conduct of the Roosevelt campaign to-day, 
were directed to securing a registration of Re- 
publicans aud all others interested in securing 
the election of the young Republican standard 
bearer and those assvuciated with him on the 
very excellent ticket nominated by the Repub- 
lian County Convention. When business men 
started for home yesterday afternoon the address 
of the Down-town Roosevelt Campaign Club, 
asking all to register who had not done so, was 
hahded them by messengers at all the down- 
town elevated railroad stations, and no one was 
alloWed to forget that there was an opportunity 
for him to register, and by so doing enable him 
to help elect Mr. Roosevelt. Many availed them- 
selves of the privilege to which their attention 
was thus called, and the effect of this work was 
shown by the large number of gentlemen who 
registered last evening, particularly in the up- 
town districts, é 

Col. Tom Ochiltree, who was a Representative 
in Congress trom Texas, was a visitor at the Re- 
publitan headquarters yesterday, and offered his 
services on the stump for Mr. Roosevelt. He 
will make several speeches in various parts of 
the city during the coming week. 

Gen. O’Beirne, Col. Dalton, and a number of 
other prominent Irish-Americans called upon 
Mr. Roosevelt yesterday and promised him their 
hearty and earnest support both at the polls and 
in his preliminary canvass. 

The Hon. Levi P. Morton, ex-Assistant United 
States Treasurer Thomas C. Acton, ex-Judge 
Horace Russell, ex-Sheriff James O’Brien, ex- 
Senator Francis M. Bixby, Surrogate Rollins, A. 
R. Whitney, Edward M. Knox, Chauncey M. De- 
pew, Henry M. Beers, and‘ Rufus 8. Andrews 
were prominent among the several hundred vis- 
itors who were at he ~ reaper offering sugges- 
tions and promising assistance to the workers of 
the Campaign Committee at the Fifth-Avenue 
Hotel headquarters yesterday. 

Large numbers of signatures were received 
esterday to papers circulated in the various 
ixchanges and among the merchants down town 

yesterday, indorsing Mr. Roosevelt’s candidacy 
and promising support to him in his race for the 
Mayoralty. 

The second meeting of the Business Men’s 

Roosevelt Campaign Club was held yesterday 
afternoon at No. 47 Broadway and the name of 
the club changed to the ‘“* Down-town Roosevelt 
Campaign Club.” Among those preseut were 
William C. Le Gendre, W. 8. King, E.. M. Seud- 
der, J. R. Dillon, G. H. Rhoades,, Charles E. Bid- 
well, Giraud Foster, W. D. Cragin, L. N. Lit- 
tauer, W. D. Murphy, Arthur J. Moulton, G. F. 
Canfield, F. R. Hoyt, T. 8. Clarkson, and B. A. 
Sands. .E. M. Seudder presided and urged the 
members to make every effort to induce their 
friends ‘and business acquaintances to register 
and vote the Roosevelt ticket. Next week, he 
said, active campaign work would be begun, and 
to prepare for it a meeting of the club would be 
held at headquarters, No. 47. Broadway, at 3:30 
Monday afternoon. Since the club was organ- 
ized, Thursday, with 120 members, 230 names 
have been added to the roll of those who will 
not only vote for Roosevelt, but work for him. 
More than 10,000 of the circulars prepared by 
the club have been distributed, and all the mem- 
bers have done active work. 

Organizations of Harvard, Yale, and Prince- 
ton graduates, to assist in the campaign, are now 
being made, and the graduates of the Columbia 
College Law School are also to organize a 
Roosevelt Campaign Club. 

Young men’s clubs are being organized 
throughout the upper part of the city. and 
down town theinsurance clerks and dry goods 
salesmen are to organize similar clubs for work 
among young men. Such a club is now being 
formed in Fordham, and others are under way 
in various parts of the annexed district. Over 
300 employes of H: B. Claflin & Co. have pro- 
nounced in favor of Mr. Roosevelt as their can- 
didate, and every one of them has registered 
and will vote for him. 

Mr. Roosevelt will speak at a meeting in 
Bleecker Hall on Monday evening, at a meeting 
in the Twenty-third District on Tuesday, and at 
the mass meeting on Wednesdag evening. 

The Citizens’ Association of the Ninth Assem- 
bly District, of which Walter Logan is Chairman 
and James Laverty and David A. Blauvelt are 
Secretaries, has passed resolutions indorsing the 
nomination of Mr. Roosevelt and pledging him 
their support. 

The Citizens’ Committee of One Hundred is 
actively at work for its ticket, and has perfected 
organizations in every Assembly District in the 
city but two. It has made arrangements to have 
boxes at every polling place in the city on elec- 
tion day and promises to give many Democratic 
and independent votes to Roosevelt and munici- 
pal reform. 

A public meeting of the Roosevelt Campaign 
Club of the Twenty-tirst Assembly District will 
be beld this evening in Morton Hall, No. 8 East 
Fifty-ninth-street. The Hon. Walter Howe and 
Ernest H. Crosby will make addresses. 

A mass meeting will be held next Friday even- 
ing at Grand Opera House Hail, Eichth-ayenue 
aud Twenty-third-street, under the auspices of 
the Central Club, of the colored voters of this 
city to ratify the Republican nominatons. Jacob

Last evening the Executive Committee of the 
Republican County Committee had an enthusi- 
astic meeting at its headquarters, at which Mr. 
Roosevelt was present. Reports from the vari- 
ous districts showed a good outlook in tnd f 
district, and anamount of enthusiasm whic! 
angurs well for the campaign. In every dis- 
trict the George movement was reported as 
making heavy inroads in the Democratic ranks, 
and outspoken dissatisfaction among the Demo- 
cratic factions at the way in which the district 
nominations were parceled out are reported ina 
majority of the districts. In no district is the 
George movement expected to draw more than 
one-fifth of its strength from the Republican 
ranks, and in all but two the proportion 
of Republicans to Democrats who are 
prdget to George is very much less. Even 

the districts where the George movement is 
the strongest the leaders promised that the pro- 

rtion of the Republican vote, judging from 
he preliminary canvasses, would be up to the 
standard of past years. The ticket is reported 
as growing in favor in all the districts, and the 
outlook fer a full Republican vote cast for the 
Republican candidates is very hopeful. With

this the election of the entire ticket seems an 
absolute certainty. 

Judge Daniels, the Republican candidate for 
the Court of Appeals, visited the committee 
while it was in session and was personally intro- 
duced to each of the members. Mr. Roosevelt 
made a short address, which was enthusiastically 
received, and altogether the session was a most 
pleasing and satisfactory one. 

After this meeting Mr. Roosevelt made a visit 
to the rooms of the Committee of One Hundred, 
where he had a long consultation with ex-Sheriff 
James O’Brien, C. C. Shayne, ex-Senator F. M. 
Bixby, Secretary Van Wyck, Robert B. Roose- 
velt, John H. Watson, Henry M. Beers, Edward 
M. Knox, Henry Clews, R. Fulton Cutting, 
Henry A. Oakley, Caleb B. Knevals, and other 
members of the Executive Committee. Their 
plans for an_ active campaign in conjunction 
with that of the Republican Party was cordially 
approved, and particularly gratifying to the 
young candidate were the assurances he re- 
ceived of a large vote from young Democrats 
who are acting with the Committee of One 
Hundred. 


PUSHING PENSION OLAIMS. 


A STORY REFLECTING ON GEN. BLACK’S 
MANAGEMENT. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—A story coming 
from the Pension Bureau is calculated to excite 
some distrust of Commissioner Black’s expressed 
determination that nnder his administration that 
office shall not be used for political purposes, 
and to create the impression that there is more 
anxiety to avoid making records than to refrain 
from questionable practices. During the session 
of Congress Commissioner Black attempted to 
discredit ex-Commissioner Dudley by tryiug to 
show that Dudley made “special” certain cases, 


in orderthat their allowance might be made use- 
ful to Republican candidates for Congress, who 
asked that the claims specified might be 
hurried. Gen. Black bas frequently stated 
that while he remains at the head of the office 
there shall be no cases taken up out of their reg- 
ular order to oblige Democratic Congressmen. 
To-day a man employed by Representative Stahl- 
necker, of the Yonkers (N. Y.) district, called on 
Assistant Commissioner McLean and asked that 
the claims of a certain soldier be made “ spe- 
cial.” He stated that it was Mr. Stahinecker’s 
desire that such a course might be pursued, as 
the soldier claimant was a constituent of Mr. 
Stahlnecker’s, and the prompt allowance of 
the claim might be useful to the Con- 
gressman, who is meeting with consid- 
erable opposition in his canvass for 
re-election. Mr. McLean called the attention of 
his visitor to the trouble brought upon Co}. Dud- 
ley by similar action, and said thatit could not 
be done, He promised, however, to “ expedite” 
the claim, and casually observed that he did not 
want any vapers relating to the “expedition” 
sentin. He added that a number of cases had 
been pushed by this method for Democratic Con- 
gressmen, but that in no instance had papers re- 
lating to such case been preserved, as it was not 
intended by Gen, Black that a Congressional 
Committee should find papers on file that might 
prove that politics had anything to do with pen- 
sion claims now in course of adjustment.

BOYCOTTED BY GAMBLERS. 
te. Meee 
CARD PLAYERS PROPOSE TO GET EVEN 
WITH A POLICE COMMISSIONER. 

CINCINNATI, Oct. 22.—A boycott has been 
declared by the Cincinnati gamblers against the 
house of Russell, Morgan & Co., printers and 
lithographers. A profitable part of the business 
of the house is the making of playing cards, 
which are soldin large quantities in all parts 
of the country. Robert Morgan, one of the 
firm, is President of the Board of Police 


Commissioners, and was instrumental in getting 
an order passed by the board directing that all 
the gambling houses should be closed.. The gam- 
blers retaliate with the boycott. They state that 
in the various gambling and poker rooms of the 
city not less than 500 fifty-cent decks of Russell, 
Morgan & Co.’s cards were used and thrown 
aside for new ones daily up to the time the order 
of the Police Commissioners was made. 

This boycott will not be limited, however, to 
the Cincinnati business of the offending house. 
The gamblers have had circulars printed, which 
are being sent to every gambling house and 
poker room in the country as fast as the ad- 
dresses can be secured. The circulars call 
upon the fraternity generally to joinin the boy- 
cott. It is stated that the business of Russell, 
Morgan & Co. can easily be injured in this way 
many thousand dollars a year. 


YOUNG PATTERSON ACQUITTED. 

NEW-Brunswick, N.J., Oct. 22.—John E., 
son of the millionaire E. M. Patterson, who has 
been on trial here for larceny for the past three 
days, was acquitted to-night after the jury had 
been out six hours. Ex-Senator A. V. Schenck 
and the Hon. William Patterson, Judge of the 
Court of Errors and Appeals, were his counsel, 
and it is estimated that the accused’s father paid 
out $2,500 as counsel fees. It was charged in 
court that an attempt had been made to tamper 
with some of the panel of jurors, and fears are 
entertained that a shooting affray will result 
from the acquittal, as John and his sister are 
bitter enemies, and he has threatened to kill her. 
It is said she goes armed. The verdict is gener- 
ally regarded as a faree, and a well known de- 
tective and a reporter, who have been implicated 
in the affair, are likely te get in trouble on a 
charge of attempting to tamper with some of the 
jurors who are on the general panel.

A SUPPOSED ITALIAN MURDERER. 

NEW-HAVEN, Oct. 22. — Dominico Mil- 
chiondo, an Italian, who has during his year’s 
residence in this city made for himself a repu- 
tation for general lawlessness, is a prisoner at 
the County Jail. He is held on a nominal 


charge of vagrancy, but really he is detained 
because he is believed to be the murderer of 
another Italian at Chester, Penn., nearly two 
years ago. Chief of Police Bollman has re- 
ceived a warrantfrom the Chester Prosecuting 
Attorney upon which to detain Milchiondo 
further when the vagrancy case comes up in 
the City Court to-morrow. This Pennsylvania 
warrant alleges murder in general terms, but 
Will be more specific in its charges when posses- 
sion of the prisoner is domanded of Goy.

VICKSBURG, Miss., Oct. 22.—The body of 
Dr. A. B. Sloan, who committed suicide near 
Greenville, Washington County, this State, on 
Monday night, reached Leota, his home, yester- 
day. Few particulars of the sad event have 


reached this city as yet. Itis known, however, 
that the unhappy man fired the fatal shot at 
night. The ball penetrated his brain. His wife, 
who was sleeping near him, was roused by the 
shot and found him dead or dying. The act was 
cominitted while Dr. Sioan was suftering from 
temporary aberration of mind. Both the doc- 
tor and his family were highly respected, and 
his death is generally regretted.

BULGARIA ANDTHE POWERS 


THE REGENOY "0 BE FORCED 
TO RESIGN. 

RUSSIA, AUSTRIA, AND GERMANY TO DE- 
CLARE THE ELECPIONS ILLEGAL— 
THE GREAT SOBRANJE TO MEET AT 
TIRNOVA. 


LONDON, Oct. 22.—It is now asserted that 
Russia has agreed not to occupy Bulgaria, and 
that Austria and Germany have agreed to de- 
clare the newly elected Sobranje illegal, to com- 
pel the Regency to resign, and to force Bulgaria 
to submit to Russia. 

Sorta, Oct. 22.—The Regency have re- 
ceived from 300 of the Deputies to the Great 
Sobranje expressions of a desire to have the elec- 
tion of a Prince to succeed Prince Alexander 
concluded not later than the second sitting of the 
Sobranje. All these Deputies declare that the 
country requires the speediest possible settle- 
ment of the question. The Regency have con- 
sented to carry out the wishes of the 300 Dep- 
uties. d 

Gadban Effendi’s note to the Bulgarian Minis- 
try informing it of the understanding between 
Turkey and Russia was written to M. Stambu- 
loff in the form of personal advice, and was not 


an official declaration. Gadban Effendi’s mission 
as special envey for the Porte is declared to be to 
endeavor to reconcile Russia and Bulgaria. 

The Bulgarian Minister of War has gone to 
Tirnova, the former capital of Bulgaria, to make 
arrangements for affording complete military 
protection to the Sobranje during its forthcom- 
ing sessions. 

The court-martial has fixed the beginning of 
November for the trial of the officers under ar- 
rest for complicity in the deposition of Prince 
Alexander. 

The Government, in reply to Gadban Effendi’s 
note from the Grand Vizier asking the postpone- 
ment of the meeting of the Sobranje in order to 
allow Russia and the Porte time to negotiate for 
the choice of a ruler of Bulgaria, says that the 
reason given for the desired delay cannot be re- 
garded as sufficient unless the time within which 
the ruler will be chosen be stated. 


PHILIPPOPOLIS, Oct. 22.—The Deputies 
to the Bulgarian Sobranje living here have been 
summoned to assemble at Tirnova on Wednes- 
day next. 


St. PETERSBURG, Oct. 22.—The newspa- 
pers here generally express regret that the Jowr- 
nal de St. Pétersbourg was not more explicit than 
it was yesterday in its explanation respecting 
the fallot Russian securities and the nervous- 
ness on the Bourse. The Journal declared that 
there was nothing in the condition of the Bulga- 
rian question to cause the deéline. The Ag@vosti 
says the article would have been more tranquil- 
izingit the Journal had oftered sure guarantees 
of a peaceful solution of the crisis. 


BERLIN, Oct. 22.—The-~ National Gazette 
says the real object of the recent interview had 
by Count Schouvaloff, the Russian Ambassador, 
with Prince Bismarck was to negoflate concern- 
ing the customs duties and commercial relations 
between Russia and Germany. 


NEWS OF THE DAY IN LONDON. 

LONDON, Oct. 22.—Mr. Phillips, a mem- 
ber of the City Corporation, said to-day that he 
entertained a strong belief that the Socialists 
would not disturb the usual show on Lord 
Mayor’s day. 

The Democratic Federation has sent letters to 
Lord Randolph Churchill and Lord Salisbury 
asking them to effect the passage of a resolution 
for the relief of the distress among poor work- 


ingmen. Various meetings of Social Democrats 
to-day were attended by 100,000 workingmen. 


The Skinners Company has sold 35,000 acres 
of landin Londonderry to 1,000 tenants, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the Ashbourne 
act, on terms similar to those of the sales made 
by other city companies. 

The British dispatch boat Imogene has been 
wrecked. at Gallipoli during a fog. She 
was at the time procéeding ffom Con- 
stantinople to Salonica, from where she 
was to. convey Sir William . White, the 
newly appointed British Minister to Turkey, to 
Constantinople. The crew were sayed. The 
Tmogene was an iron yacht of 460 tons. 

The Duke, of, Connaught will probably be ap- 
pointed to the command of the Madras Army in 
place of Gen. Macpherson, deceased. 

The Post Office authorities are inquiring how 
correspondence between Gen. Buller and the 
Cork Sheriffs wita reference to the use of police 
for evictions became published, and in tegard to 
a missing dispatch from Gen. Buller to the 
Sheriffs. 

Mr. Lefevre, speaking at Bermondsey, said 
that if the Government’s Irish measure failed to 
satisfy a majority of Irishmen it would be an en- 
tire mistake and a failure. 


LONDON, Oct. 23.—The Leith Liberal Club 
was opened yesterday. Mr. Gladstone sent an 
apology for his absence and hearty good wishes 
for the success of the club, adding: ‘ Your club 
was formed during an epoch of a dangerous 
schism which every good Liberal must 
desire to heal. It is the object of 
the Tories to keep the discussion alive 
by postponing the . question upon which 
itarose. Irejoice tosee Lord Monck, a dissent- 
ing Liberal, suggesting a rapprochement. I hope 
he will continue’ his patriotic labors.” 
The Earl of Aberdeen delivered an earnest 
address, in the course of which he asked his coun- 
trymen to consider whether the time has not 
come to show our policy toward often-saddened 
Ireland is one of peace, appealing to the 
best side of human nature. ‘“ Away,” 
he said, “ with the notion that 
that policy is a base surrender 
to violence. No, it isa policy, no matter which 
pene. carries it, which is in accord with the best 
nstincts of the traditions of Liberalism.” 


THE CZAR’S ALLEGED CRIME. 

Lonpvon, Oct. 22.—The story that the 
Czar lately killed Baron Reutern, one of his 
aides, with a sabre, while under the impression 


that the Baron was about to make an attempt on 
his (the Czar’s) life, is relterated in advices from 
St. Petersburg. : 

The Russian Ambassadory who is out of the 
city, telegraphs, in response to an inquiry, that 
the rumor circulated in Vienna yesterday that 
the Czar had been assassinated was entirely 
without foundation. 


VIENNA, Oct. 22.—The report of an at- 
tempt to assassinate the Czar is denied here, and 
the story is attributed to a reckless desire to 
produce a sensation by the Polish newspapers. 


BERLIN, Oct. 22.—In response to official 
inquiries the German Embassy at St. Petersburg 
telegraphs that there is no basis of truth for the 
story that anattempt has been made on the 
Czar’s life or for the report that an aide-de- 
camp has been shot by the Czar.

EFFORTS TO COERCE ENGLAND. 

LONDON, Oct. 22.—It is believed that M. 
Waddington, French Ambassador to England, 
demands that Great Britain fix a definite date 
for her evacuation of Egypt. 


Paris, Oct. 22.—The Journal des Débats 
censures the British for their financial policy in 


Egypt, which, it says, has been continued with a 
view to avert European intervention in the 
finances of the country. England will never 
succeed, the paper maintains, in withdrawing 
Egyptian affairs from the just control of those 
interested, and adds: “England remains in 
Egypt as long as she Lecomempe § can, hoping that 
the trouble in Europe which she seeks to provoke 
will allow her to establish herself permanently 
in the country.

BURNED 10 A CRISP. 


TWO MEN LOSE THEIR LIVES IN A CHI- 
CAGO VARNISH FACTORY FIRE. 

CuicaGo, Oct. 22.—By the ignition of a 
kettle of japanning liquid in the melt- 
ing room of the American Varnish Com- 
pany’s Works, on Goose Island, in the 
north branch of the Chicago River, this 
afternoon, three men who were employed about 
the place were terribly burned. Their names 
are: Henry Specht, the shipping clerk, fatally 
burned; A. P. George, the foreman, fatally 
burned; Henry Sobeck, seriously burned, but will 
probably recover. In the centre of the melting 
room is a large chimney, on each side of which 


are three varnish kettles. Specht and Sobeck 
were inthe room at the time boiling a liquid 
known as electric japan. The fire under the ket- 
tle had been drawn from the furnace and left in 
the ash pan, and thej apan left to cool. 
A current of cold air came in _ con- 
tact with the kettle, and affected 
the varnish in such a way that it ran over the 
sides of the vessel, came in cOntact with the fire 
in the ash,pan,und in a twinkling the entire room 
was in a blaze. The burning liquid spread 
over the ftioor with great ‘rapidity, and 
the flames leaped high enough to reach a 
large can of varnish which was ready to be 
moved into the store room. An explosion fol- 
lowed, and the burning liquid was thrown out 
through the doors and windows’ upon 
the lumber. piles not 30 _ feet away. 
Specht and his companion were enveloped 
in flames before they could. even turn, 
and the heat was so great that they were over- 
come ina moment. Foreman George was on the 
outside, but the instant he realized that the 
building was on fire he rushed in to help the 
men. Just as he reached the rear room the 
explosion occurred, and he, too, became en- 
wrapped in flame, and before he could make his 
escape he had fallen a victim, like his fellow- 
workmen. All three ran out into the yard 
screaming in agony, their clothes in 
flames and faces and hands _ terribly 
scorched. George staggered across the yard 
and fainted. An examination of Specht at the 
hospital revealed the terrible character of his 
burns. The hair of the head was singed off en- 
tirely, and the scalp burned to a crisp. The 
flesh on the neck, body, arms, and legs 
was also burned to a_ crisp, while 
the hands and feet were literally roasted 
to the bone. The man's recovery is impossible. 
Foreman George died this evening. The flesh 
on two-thirds of his body was burned. Henry 
Sobeck was only burned in the face, and he is 
expected to recover. It took about three hours 
to extinguish the fire, which communicated to 
lumber pilés contiguous to the varnish works. 
The loss was $35,000; insurance, $30,000. 


A POOR FISHING SEASON. 


THE RESULTS FOR THIS YEAR VERY DIS- 
COURAGING TO FISHERMEN. 

PORTLAND, Me., Oct. 22.—The mackerel 
season for 1886 has about ended, and neariy all 
the Portland fleet are hauled up. The season 
has been one of the most discouraging ever 
known to New-England fishermen. The 
total amount of mackerel packed = at 
this port only foots up about 2,000 
barrels, against 80,000 in 1885 and 155,000 in 
1884. The amount packed here this year is the 


smallest known in the history of Portland with 
the exception of the years 1818 and 1840. The 
total catch of the New-England fleet for 1886 
foots up 69,000 barrels, against 310,000 in 1885 
and 404,000 in 1884. Hence the high prices, 
small lots of extra fish having sold as high as 
$35 per barrel. The prices of the three grades 
of mackerel have averaged for the season $12 
per barrel, against an average of $7 last 
year. At the beginning of the season 
there were stored in Portland from 40,000 
to 50,000 barrels of old mackerel. This had a 
tendency to keep the prices down all Summer, 
but as the catch began dropping off the old — 
ply was gradually worked off until now only 
1,000 barrels, all bay fish, are on storage here. 
The, poor catch has been a godsend to several 
of our Portland speculators. Out of some 50 
vessels which fitted out here this season only 
about half adozen have reaped a profit. The 
Henry Merganthan, owned by Charles A. Dyer, 
is probably, “high line” of the Portland fleet, 
while the Margaret W. Smith and one 
or two others have done fairly well. The 
catch of codfish has been very large, some ves- 
sels getting four fares where they have usually 
ot two, but the prices have been very low and 
eaves but little money forthe fishermen. The 
stock of these on hand here is very light, the 
dealers having sold as fast as made in shipping 
order. The stock, at Bucksport, Lamoine, and 
Provincetown is large, and very few have been 
moved thus far.

GEN. MILES AND GERONIMO 


NO TERMS MADE WITH THE 
APACHE OHIEF. 

GEN. MILES’S REPORT OF THE SUR- 
RENDER—GERONIMO TOLD HE MUST 
TRUST TO THE GOVERNMENT'S MERCY. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—Gen. Miles’s re- 
port is still held back by the War Dep ent, 
but the most interesting part of it—that relating 
to the capture of Geronimo—is given in this dis- 
patch as Gen. Miles wrote it. The whole report 
would fill about three columns of THE TIMES, and 
the description of the Apache campaign, from 
the time Gen. Miles took Gen. Crook’s fplace, 
would occupy about a column. He goes minutely 
into descriptions of the dashes made from time 
to time at the retreating Indians, and refers to 
the services of several officers who carried out 
his orders creditably. About the surrender and 
the assurances to the captives he says: 

“While en route to join Lawton’s command 
Geronimo had sent his own brother with the in- 
terpreter to Fort Bowie to see me, andif not as 
a hostage as an assurance of their submission 
and desire to surrender and as an earnest of 
their good faith. Soon after reaching Lawton’s 
command Geronimo came into our camp and dis- 
mounted; then, coming forward unarmed, he 
recounted his grievances and the cause of leav- 
ing the reservation. He stated that he had been 
abused and assailed by the officials, and 
that a plot had been laid to take his 
life by Chatto and Mickey Free, encouraged 
by one of the officials; that it was a question 
whether to die on the war path or be assassinat- 
ed; that at that time he was cultivating a crop, 
and if he had not been driven away he would by 
this time have been in good circumstances. A 


oc this story I knew tobetrue. I informed 
im that Capt. Lawton and Lieut. Gatewood 
were honorable men, and that I was there to 
confirm what they had said to them; that 
though Capt. Lawton with other troops had 
followed them incessantly, yet should they 
throw down their arms and place themselves 
entirely at our mercy we should certainly 
not kill them, but that they must. surrender ab- 
solutely as prisoners of war to the Federal au- 
thorities and rely upon the Government to treat 
them fairly and justly. Linformed them that I 
was removing all the Chiricahua and Warm 
a Indians from Arizona and that they 
woul all be removed from this coun- 
try at once and for all time. Geronimo re- 
plied ‘that he would do whatever I said, 
obey any order and bring in his camp early next 
morning, which he did. Natchez sent in word 
requesting a pass of 20 days to go to the White 
Mountains, but this was refused. They had 
found troops in every valley, and when they 
saw Heliographic communications flashing 
across every mountain range Geronimo and 
others sent word to Natchez that he had better 
come in at once and surrender, Natchez was wild 
and suspicious, and evidently feared treachery. 

“Since the establishment of the Government 
there have been two methods or  eaaggrm of deal- 
ing with the Indians—one holding them indi- 
vidually responsible for their acts and amenable 
to the local laws, subject to arrest and punish- 
ment; the other, the almost universal policy 
where their offenses have assumed the nature of 
an insurrection, to use the military forces 
against them as a people and by the devastations 
of war and the destruction of their property 
and imprisonment of the whole tribe, or 
banishment from their native country to ef- 
fectually subjugate and punish them as one 
body. Such men as Natchez and Geronimo oc- 
cupy the same status as Red Cloud, who led the 
Fort Fetterman masacre; Chief Joseph, Rain- 
in-the-face, Spotted Eagle, Sitting Bull, and 
thousands ofothers, many of whom have burned 
and mutilated their living victims. Arbitrary 
and absolute banishment is a severe punishment 
for any orga and its effet upon neighboring 
tribes has been very salutory heretofore in 
other parts of the country.” 


The following telegram from Gen. Miles, dated 
Fort Apache, Arizona, Oct, 9; has been trans- 
mitted by Gen. Howard to the War Department: 


A detachment under Capt. Cooper, Tenth Cavalry, 
has just arrived at the post, having captured Man- 
gus and his whole party, consisting of Man , two 
men, three squaws, and five children; also 29 mules 
and 5 ponies, all of which were brought in.

lieves we have all that are leftof the Mangus party.” 

It is learned at the War Department that the 
Indians above referred to formed a part of Ge- 
ronimo’s band, but separated from that warrior’s 
command last April, when he offered to surren- 
der to Gen. Crook. Nothing definite was known 
of Mangus’s movements after the separation, 
but it was reported that he had escaped into 
Mexico and had been killed by the Mexicans.

A CONVICTION QUASHED. 

TORONTO, Oct. 22.—A decision was given 
in an interesting case here to-day by  Chief- 
Justice Wilson in the Court of Appeals, which 
will silence all disputes about the legality 
of the Salvation Army to beat drums, 
&c., in the streets, and relieve’ that 


body of much persecution in the courts. 
George Martin, a Salvation Army soidier, 
was sent to jail for 10 days by a Judge in Lake- 
field, Ontario, for disturbing the inhabitants by 
beating a drum or tambourine on the streets on 
Sunday contrary to a municipal by-law. The 
Chiet-Justice in quashing the conviction by the 
Lakefield Judge quoted Edmund _ Burke, 
showing that while ringing a fire bell at 
midnight disturbed the ople, it was to save 
them from possible destruction by being 
burned to death. It was not shown in the 
evidence against Martin that he was not beat- 
ing the drum for the spiritual good of the in- 
habitants. He thought the law was too far 
strained in the Massachusetts reports where the 
statutes prohibit traveling on Sundays except for 
religious worship or of necessity, but under 
which it had been held that a person attending a 
clairvoyant exhibition where there was uno dan- 
cing and for which no charge was made for ad- 
mission, was attending a religious service.

GEN. HAZEN’S ACCOUNTS. 


WHAT THE SIGNAL OFFICER SAYS ABOUT 
CONTROLLER MAYNARD’S ACTION. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—Gen. Hazen, when 
asked by a reporter this evening regarding the 
disallowances by the Second Controller of the 
Signal Service accounts, said: 
“The published announcement of thefmillion-dollar 


, allowance is very misleading, and the statement 


made by the Second Controllerthat Capt. Mills and 
Lieut. Craig were not bonded is incorrect. A fair 
statement would have included the fact that these 
disallowances were only based upon alleged in- 
formalities, and that these expenditures were based 
up. n the orders ofthe Secretary of War upon prece- 
dents of 15 years, and the approval and settlement 
of these accounts had been made previously by the 
Treasury Department. The question of copies of 
telegranis not being fil ith the accounts is simply 
this: The new Controller, seeing a regulation re- 
ferring to a portion of the army, that copies of tele- 
grams should accompany accounts, erroneously 
asgumed that it pertained to the Signal Serv. 
ice, when in fact it did not and never had done 
so, and his whole claim now rests on this error, 
which he adheres to, now that all apparent ground 
for it has been swept away. Itis on this alone that 
he claimed that half a million dollars had been mis- 
applied. To these facts he replied that the copies 
were necessary for the accounting officers to audit. 
But this was not true, because of all the eight 
greet departments of the Government none 

ut a portion of the War Department ever furnish 
any copies for this purpose. It would not have 
been necessary in this case under any circum- 
stances, since the correctness of the vouchers is al- 
ways certified to by a disinterested commissioned 
officer, whichis always accepted as sufficient evi- 
dence in all such cases, and had they been furnished 
no one but an expert in the Signal Office could have 
audited them, since they were all in cipher and with- 
out address or signature, and any number of such 
copies might have been substituted and no other 
auditor could have detected it. 

“This is an old matter,” Gen. Hazen continued, 
“and is now brought pS ey, as an attempt to annoy 
mé on my return. This is the second time it has 
been given to the press of the country before bemg 
given to the ofticers concerned. It is 
unprecedented and invidious, since no men- 
tion is made of the great sums against all 
bureaus of the army suspended by the same official. 
It has been a well-recognized custom to always re- 
fer such differences first to the officers interested, 
for their statements, before making them public. No 
statements of this kind have ever been furnished 
these officers. This courtesy has now, a3 well as 
last year, been violated.” 

Gen. Hazen added thatthe accounts are the 
same as those disallowed last year, but action 
was held up until Capt. Mills and Lieut. Craig 
should have an opportunity to answer in person. 
They have never, he -said, had the matter 
brought to their attention.

A FIGHT WITH A MANTIAO. 


HE FATALLY INJURES TWO WOMEN 
AND IS CAUGHT AFTER A STRUGGLE. 
CEDAR Rapips, Iowa, Oct. 22.—Early last 
evening Mrs. Joseph Novoting and Mrs. John 
Louvar, living near Shueyville, a village nine 
miles from this city, discovered that Parm- 
er Verba’s barn, near by, was on 
fire. When —itthey arrived therg the 
barn was nearly consumed, and smoke 
was seen issuing from the house. They quickly 
ran toward it tosave what they could. Alton 
Soukop, a half-crazy Bohemian who worked in 
the neighborhood, was standing inside the door. 


As they passed through the doorway he jumped 
towa them and struck both» women 
on the head with an axe, crushing their skulls. 
They feel insensible to the floor, bleeding pro- 
fusely. Soukop, noticing neighbors rushing to- 
ward the house,ran up stairs and, standing 
atthe door, declared he would kill any one 
who attempted to come up. A number of 
men were quickly on the scene and soon extin- 
guished the flames, and immediately proceeded 
to capture the. murderer. A terrible fight en- 
sued, during which several men were some- 
what injured, but Soukop was soon eapt- 
ured and firmly bound with ropes. Physi- 
cians were quickly summoned, who. said 
the women had received injuries: that would re- 
sult in death. The premises presented a fearful 
scene. The furniture, clothing, floors of the 
house, and the ground outside the dwelling were 
spattered . with blood, while near the house 
lay forty dead hogs and «a horse _ that 
had been in the barn fire. Soukop was removed 
to a well guarded room to save him from lynch- 
ing. He was drunk at the time, and there is a 
strong feeling against the saloon keeper who 
sold him the whisky, as he had been warned 
several times not to do so.

POST OFFICE ROBBER CAUGHT. 
Charles Nelson, of this city, was arrested 
last evening by Officers O’Brien and Wiley and 
lodged in the Sixth Precinct Station House on a 
charge of burglary.

sketches which the police authorities say are as 
skillful as they have ever seen. Nelson and his 
gang make their headquarters in this city in and 
about Chatham-square.

GRACE, AND OTHERS, WITH A BAN- 

NER RAISING, AT COOPER UNION. 

The County Democracy managed to scare; 
up a fair-sized crowd last night at Cooper Union,; 
where they met to jollify for all they and their, 
friends and the friends of their friends were 
worth over Mr. Hewitt. Although nothing was’ 
omitted that ingenuity could devise to attract a 
large number, including in the last hour a thun- 
dering explosion of giant bombs and the unfurl~ 
ing of a gorgeous banner, the crowd outside 
was not large enough to make it worth 
while to open the entrance to the hall until 
about 20 minutes before the hour set for the 
meeting.

With regard to all expenditure out- 
side of these items the Mayor whom you are about to 
elect is entirely powerless, and consequently should 
be held entirely irresponsible, the Legislature being 
the responsible body to which you really have to 
look for the reduction of the fixed charges of the City 
Government, which is popularly supposed to have 
the whole matter under its control. 

* The difficulty under which the city of New-York 
labors is this very fact: the fact thatit is not self-gov- 
erned, butis the ph of the Legislature, shifted 
and turned by it at will, its charter subject to con<«

city as quietly, as free from political spirit, and with 
as perfect success and thorough business organization 
as can be shown by the largest and best organized: 

rivate law ofiice in the country. For the first time} 

n the history of our city, so faras I know, we have) 
an Excise Board which is conducting the business of: 
the department as the law designed and as the citi- 
zens desire—a board whose sole business is no longer 
to afford facilities for liquor selling, but tosee simply 
that the law is justly and honestly administered; the 
Finance Department of the city is in able and com- 
vetent hands, as is also the very important one of 
Rarities and Correction, and the great Department 
of Public Works is in the control of the best 
or man for the conduct of such @ department 
to be found in this country. 

If the oe are ashamed of the Board of Alder- 
men of 1854 they have only themselves to blame, 
for they elected them witha full knowledge as te 
their antecedents and of the powers which they were 
intrusting to their charge. The fact that that dis- 
graceful body betrayed the interests of the city is no 
»yroof of the bad government of the city, for the Al-: 
dermen have no real hand in the matter. It is a! 
proof of nothing but the carelessness with which the 
citizens of this otey exercise their franchise. The 
real government of the city, as the people should 
know, was long ago taken out of the hands of the 
Board of Aldermen for the very reason that history 
has proved such a body so elected to be worse than 
useless as &@ governmental agency. The real admin- 
istration of the city is now vested in the different 
commissions of which I have spoken, and all of 
which I now believe are, so far as it lies in their 
power under existing laws, doing their work weil 
and honestly. 

“This is the record of the work of the Democratic 
Party. The Democratic Party has even more to 
show. Itis due to this party to admit that it relent- 
lessly punishes its own offenders, and we should well 
feel proud that in the person of our District Attor- 
ney we havea man who knows neither persons nog 
parties, but who vindicates the law and who prose:

After the Mayor’s speech. the abstruse excel- 
lences of which really smothered what little en- 
thusiasm the audience may have brought inte 
the hail with them, the printed lists of Vice- 
Presidents and Secretaries were offered and 
adopted, the Secretary prudently reading about

ing on his own responsi- 
bility, “‘and about 100 others.” Then Mr, 
Develin handed in resolutions. They indorsed 
every Democratic nomination, pointed with 
pride at Mayor Grace, and paid respects to Mr. 
George as follows’ ~~~ 

“To the workingmen of this city we renew our 
pledge of support in all their legitimate demands. 
Weask them to consider whether their interests 
cannot be more safely confided to the Democratic 
Party, which has proved its loyalty to them by it 
acts. than by following a candidate who offers ne 
other panacea for the ills they suffer than a syste 
of taxation which would paralyze alhindustry and 2 
threat of confiscation of rent which would sweep 
away all vested rights, including the thrifty aavines 
of the poor, and would undermine and destroy the 
whole system upon which our Republic has been 
founded.” 

All this led up to the event of chief interest of 
the evening—Mr. Hewitt’s speech. When he 
stepped forward to tite desk the audienca for 





the first time began to show si 

gns of real life, 
He spoke huskily, referring first to his dislike of 
Pet eon canvass; yet as this avewed dislike 
: ad been misconstrued, he had come out just to 
et people see how the decrepit old man looked 
whom Tammany Hall and the County De- 
mocracy were trying to take from the 
grave. He was disposed to live a little 
longer, if for no other purpose than to 
disappoint the anticipations of the Republican 
editors who were so tenderly interested in his 
health. Mr. Hewitt spoke of Mr. George's char- 
acterization of him as the rich candidate. Well, 
hever before had a beggar passed the hat for 
publie suffrage and alleged as his chief claim to 
otlice his poverty. Mr. Hewitt reviewed the 
“havpy accidents” of his life, which included 
birth from poor parents, a publio school educa- 
tion, a free scholarship in Columbia Collee, 
hard work as a tutor.awhile a student, and a ship- 
wreck. The last of these “happy accidents” de- 
termined Mr. Hewitt that his life belonged not 
to himself and should be given to promote the 
Welfare of his fellow-citizens. 


Since then he had done what he could to ges } 


men to help themselves, believing self-help the 
remedy for all evils. Every dollar he ever had 
Was employed to give occupation to men willing 
to work for a living. If men would werk more 
and talk less there would not be half the trouble 
of which we hear. Capital and labor were not 
antagonistic, but work and idleness must al- 
ways be so. Professional talkers lived on the 
hard earnings of those who worked. ‘“ The 


rights of men,” as blatantly discussed, were | 


ever a stepping-stone io the property of men. 
The utterance of these and like truisms, being 
encouraged by applause, warmed up Mr. Hewitt, 
who went ou, his voice growing clearer: 

* Stress has been laid on this issue, fairly raised 
for the first time. If this were not the issue I 
would not be a candidate for Mayor. Asitisthe 
issue, [have felt bound to turn aside from my 
private occupation, from my public employment, 
to meet that issue here andnow. Who are to 
rule this country? Shall the men who labor for 
their daily bread and fulfil their obligations, or 
shall those who come from lands of oppression 
unknown here and undertake to subvert the 
Government §vhich Wa -hington and Jefferson 
founded? Belittle this issue! Is it a question 
to divide Republicansand Democrats or an issue 
simply between Mr. George, Mr. Roosevelt, and 
Mr. Hewitt? [scorn to make it such an issue.” 

Mr. Hewitt went on te speak of his own fitiuess 
for the office of Mayor, to show that his 30 years 
of public service had not been wasted, and then 
reverted to his chosen mission of unchaining the 
fettered tariff. ‘ But now,” he said, “that must 
be done by some one else. The intelligence of this 
country, [am sure, will not much longer sutier 
the present impositions upon and deductions 
from the work of labor. The immediate issue 
upon which I have entered involves the question 
of no work at all, and upon that issue I will not 
give up until the image of Socialism, Commun- 
isin, and Nihilism is shattered into fragments. 
They say it will kill ime. I welcome deathin 
such a cause.” Mr. Hewitt said he had made 
no pledges and would make none except to exe- 
cute the laws and take by the throat every 
rogue he found in office. If he was the cand- 
date of millionaires he hoped they would come 
forward with the cash. He would agree to ac- 
count for every dollar of it in the newspapers 
within a day or two after election, and would 
agree not to buy two-dollar George votes with it 
either. 

* Hooray for Henry George!” shouted a voice 
in the hall. 

“The votes of this audience,’ Mr. Hewitt ex- 
plained, ‘don’t come so low.” 

The rest of the speech was devoted to showin 
that Roosevelt and George were in actua 
league, and that every vote for either would be 
2 blow at the city’s safety. 

When D, Willis James began his speech the 
enthusiasm of the meeting became dulled and 
the air in the hall execrable. Many sought 
fresh air outside. When he tinished there were 
cries for Mr. Cox. Mayor Grace said Mr, Cox 
had a sore throat and could not speak for a week. 
Algernon 8. Sullivan, Waldo Hutchins, and 
James Gallagher also spoke. 

Outside the hall the first bomb, which ex- 
ploded in colored lights high above the Bible 
House, attracted to the Cooper Union the same 
kind of a crowd thata similar bomb would have 
attracted anywhere down town. Then two agile 
young men unfold a network banner bearing the 
names of the full Democratic ticket. “Edward 
Pattson” was the form in which the name of the 
candidate for Judge of the Supreme Court ap- 
peared, aud this was considered a bad omen by 
some in the crowd, who thought the omission of 
apart of hisname on the banner signitied that 
the whole would be left out of the list of success- 
ful candidates on election day. 

The next rocket left a spark in the banner that 
began to eat its Way up to Henry KR, Beekman's 
name, andif the agile young man had not hast- 
ened up the poles and drawn in the banner, that 
gentleman would have been entirely obliterated. 
A painfully feeble cheer went up when the 
banner did, but there was no cheering for the 
candidate and fo mention of the candidate 
for Mayor. It was found necessary to 
throw open only one of the rooms up stairs 
which had been prepared for overflow meetings. 
Henry Jerolomon presided there and spoke a lit- 
tle about Henry George's theories. So did Sen- 
autor Fitzgeraki, who followed him, and who be- 
lieved that it was only the workingmen who did 
not like to work that-supported George. Mr. 
Georve did not expect to be Mayor, said the 
speaker. ‘This sentiment was received with 
some hisses from the back part of the room. Mr. 
Fitzgerald then referred kindly to Mr. Roosevelt 
and declared that if he would turn Democrat he 
might some time become Mayor. Ex-Assembly- 
nian MeClelland and Henry M. Goldfoyle also 
spoke. Half the audience left the hall as the lat- 
ter began talking,

HAZELIYINE NOI GUILTY. 
dolediags 
KILLED 
DUCER SET FREE. 
PoINnt, Wis., Oct. 22.—Senator 
Voorhees, indiana, made the closing address 
the jury this afternoon in the Hazeltine- 
Morse murder case. The court room did not be- 
cin to hold the crowd that had gathered to wit- 
ness the closing scenes of what has been one of 
the most notable murder trials in Wiscon- 
sin. Mr. Vorhees’s address was eloquent 
and impassioned, and brought tears to the 
eyes of many of the audience. Even 
the jury was evidently deeply moved 
as he painted the picture of the treachery and 
depravity of Morse, the respected banker and 
trusted friend of Hazeltine, whose wife he had 
seduced, whose home be had wrecked, and whose 
life he had ruined. The testimony has furnished 
overwhelming proof of the guilt of Mrs. Hazel- 
tine and Mr. Morse, and the stories which have 
been told of the disgraceful orgies in which they 
participated have becn almost incredible. Other 
names which have also stood highin social circles 
here and at Madison have been dragged in, and 
the disclosures have brought reproach to more 
than one wealthy and respected family. 

The defense had been conducted on two the- 
ories, both of which have been weak. When 
Hazeltine returned from Milwaukee, one Friday 
in March, he received an anonymous note in- 
forming him of his wife’s relations with Banker 
Morse, who was his most intimate friend. He 
intercepted a note from Mrs. Hazeltine to 
Morse, saying, “ All is known,’ and asking 
Morse for money with which to get away 
from the city. The next day Hazeltine 
met Morse on the street and shot him 
dead. The defense attempted to show that 
Morse fired first, because one of the chambers of 
his revolver was empty, but the prosecution 
proved the revolver had long been in that con- 
dition. The defense also relied on a plea of tem- 
porary insanity, and several doctors were found 
to testify in Hazeltine’s behalf, but Dr. Walter 
Kempster, a well known expert on insanity and 
one of the witnesses in the Guiteau trial, de- 
clared that Hazeltine was perfectly sane when 
he fired the fatal shot. 

When the Judge delivered the charge to the 
jury to-night the general expectation was that 
they would disagree, but late to-night the jury 
returned a verdict of not guilty. The enthusi- 
asm was too great to be suppressed, and 
there was at once deafening cries and 
handshaking with the defendant and _ the 
jury, after which somebody in the crowd sug- 
gested three cheers for Senator Voorhees, whic 
were given,and three more deafening hurrahs 
were given for the Judge,and as the Sheriff, Mr. 
Walker,shouted: Order, gentlemen! Go outside 
and do your shouting,’some one in the crowd sug- 
gested three cheers for Walker, whereupon three 
more deafening yells were given, and, the pent- 
up feelings of the crowd being relieved, they 
then quietly dispersed. 

A large array of legal talent has been en- 
gaged in the case, Congressman Winans being 
the chief counsel for the prosecution... He, with 
Others, was employed to assist the District At- 
torney by Morse’s friends, who are wealthy and 
whe have made a determined effort to secure 
Hazeltine’s conviction. Mrs. Hazeltine and Miss 
Anna Park left the city soon after the tragedy 
and are supposed to be in Chicago.

Aday or two after Mrs. Sunderland’s arrival 
James H. Bunn, who keeps a wall paper store 
on Chestnut-street, called to sce her. He re- 
peated his visits at intervals of two or three 
days. He called last night about 9 o’clock, and 
Mrs. Sunderland and Mrs. Symonds entertained 
him in the parlor, 

Mr. Symonds, who had taken a long walk dur- 
ing the day, had gone to bed. Bunn brought a 
bottle of whisky with him, and after it had all 
been drank he went out and got more. Wien 
midnight arrived Bunn, Mrs. Sunderland, and 
Mrs. Symonds were all somewhat under the in- 
fluence of liquor. At 1:30 o’clock Symonds’s lit- 
tle 8-year-old daughter, who was in bed 
with her father, heard a noise down stairs, 
and, waking her father, said: “Papa, 
where is mamma? She hasn’t come to 
bed yet?” Symonds got out of bed, and, going 
to the head of the stairs, struck a match, and 
saw his wife and Bunn at the foot of the stairs. 
He gave a hurried glance, and, thinking his 
wife, who is asmall and rather delicate-looking 
woman, was being overpowered by Bunn, Sy- 
monds ran back and got a big cavalry pistol 
and hurried down stairs, cocking the pistol as 
he went. 

When ho got to the foot of the stairs Symonds 
found that his wife and Bunn had retreated to 
the parlor. The room was dark and only a dim 
light burned in the front part of the hall, Sy- 


monds aimed at Bunn and fired, The ball en- 
tered Bunn’s left leg at the groin and shattered 
the thigh bone. It made a hole through the 
man’s thigh the size of a silver half dollar. 

As Symonds fired Mrs. Symonds screamed 
“murder,” and so did Mrs. Sunderland and Mrs. 
Symonds’s mother. Detective Peter Miller, of 
the Central Station, who lives opposite, heard 
the cries, and, hurriedly dressing himself, ran 
across the street and into Symonds’s house, On 
the ed floor Bunn, Mrs. Symonds, Mrs, Sunder- 
jiand, and Mrs. Symonds’s mother were strugglin 
to get the pistol away from Symonds, who hac 
cocked it again and was trying to put another 
ballinto Bunn. Miller finally got possession of 
the pistol, and then told Symonds he must go to 
the station house. Symonds, who was perfectly 
sober, went along peaceably, and on the way 
said to the detective: ‘Pete, it’s a good thing 
you came, tor I meant tg kill that man.” 

The wounded man was taken to the Episcopal 
Hospital, and Mrs. Sunderland was taken into 
custody. She and Symonds were given a par- 
tial hearing at7 o'clock by Magistrate Neall, 
who committed Mrs. Sunderland to Moyamen- 
sing Prison and held Symonds to await 
the result of Bunn’s injuries. Symonds 
is in a cell at the Twenty-second Dis- 
trict Station. His counsel, James H. 
Heverin, will make an effort to-morrow morning 
to have him admitted to bail. The La Message at 
the hospital refused to give a certificate that 
Bunn was outof danger. They said he could not 
live unless the leg was amputated, and that am- 
putation was apt to prove fatal. The leg would 
have to be taken off at the hip joint and 99 cases 
out of 100 resulted in death. 

The statement of the actors in the tragedy are 
conflicffng. Symonds says thathe was awakened 
by his daughter, and on striking a match on the 
head of the stairs, discovered his wife, as he 
supposed, overpowered by Bunn at the foot of 
the staircase. Then he got his pistol, ran down 
stairs, and shot Bunn, intending to kill him. 

Mrs. Symonds said at first that she was asleep 
in the back parlor on a lounge when she was as- 
saulted by Bunn. She afterward said that they 
were all under the influence of liquor except her 
husband, who was in bed, and that Bunn assault- 
ed her in the hallat the foot of the stairs. She 
screamed and Symonds came to her rescue 
in response to her screams. Mrs. Symonds 
said to-night, finally, that her memory 
was not very clear as to where Mrs. 
Sunderland was atthe timeof the assault, but 
she thought she was in the parlor. She declares 
positively that the assault took place in the hall, 
and that while resenting Bunn she screamed for 
her husband. Mrs. Sunderiand, when seen to- 
night, had no distinct recollection of anything 
concerning the alleged assault of Bunun upon 
Mrs. Symonds. All she remembers was the shoot- 
ing and the struggle for the pistol that followed, 

Not much is known about Symonds’s early life 
by his associates in this city. It is suid that he 
was born in Jenkintown, Montgomery County, 
He was in this city doing some desultory literary 
work seven or eight years ago. He then disap- 
merce and soon afterward very readable 
etters began to appear in some of the 
Philadelphia papers, dated on the Texas fron- 
tier and signed with his name. About three 
yearsago be returned here, wearing long hair 
anda buckskin suit. He said he had beena 
Texan ranger and had been employed on the 
frontier by the Government asa scout. For a 
time he did work for several story papers, writ- 
ing stories based on border life. Symonds, who 
is 38 years old, has said that during the war he 
served in the Confederate army, retiring with 
the rank of Major. 

Symonds claims to have edited papers in the 
South, and to have served on the staff of a New- 
York paper. He also claims to have been a Dep- 
uty United States Marshal iu the South, and 
telis thrilling stories of his adventures with 
moonshiners and other outlaws» Sometimes the 
scenes of these adventures are laid in the Caroli- 
nas and sometimes in Kentucky. He possesses an 
active imagination, and wields a ready pen, and 
has been very successful as a writer of tales of 
a rather lurid hue. Besides contributing to story 
papers in this city, his writings have appeared 
in periodicals and weekly papers published in 
New-York and Chicago. 

Mrs. Sunderland is 43 years old, and has two 
daughters, one 21 years old and the other 19. 
Bunn is 45 years old, and has a wife and several 
children.

THE OLD CHARGE RAKED UP AGAINST 
A DETROIT CANDIDATE. 
DETROIT, Oct, 22.—A singular turn in 
local politics hag just developed. ‘The facet has 
come to the surface Ahat the Republican candi- 
date for Sheriff, more than 20 years ago, served 
aterm in Auburn State Prison for horse steal- 
ing. As soon as he was confronted with tbe fact 
he frankly admitted it, but, narrating the cir- 
cumstances with great particularity, .declared 


that he was innocent of the crime. According to 
his story, while a young man just past 
his megjorsty, he bought a stolen horse from a 
stranger. It was foundin his possession, and he 
was unable to produce the seller of the animal, 
who had disappeared. He was arrested, and on 
the urgent advice of his friends and his lawyer 
pleaded guilty for the sake of securing a light 
sentence and hecause he was utterly unable to 
substantiate his own statements with any direct 
proof. He says he drove the horse about in the 
vicinity and made no attempt at concealment. 
He was always a great lover of horses, and has 
trafficked in them all his life. His character in 
Detroit has always been above reproach, and 
this episode is an astonishing revelation to his 
friends When his father died he left -an estate 
of ovér $100,000 to him to settle, and cut-off two 
brothers with $500 each.

A MAINE TOWN BURNED. 


MANY PUBLIC BUILDINGS AND STORES 
DESTROYED IN FARMINGTON. 

FARMINGTON, Me., Oct. 23.—A great fire 
has raged here since 8 o’clock inthe evening. At 
this hour, (1:50 A. M.,) the fire is sweeping down 
Main-street, and wiil probably consume every- 
thing on the west side of the street to Ab- 
bott Hill. The Masonic Hall, Odd Fellows’ 
Hall, the Chronicle office, Knowlton & Mc- 


Leary’s job printing house, the Post Of- 
fice, Hotel Marble, Exchange Hotel, and 
about 15 stores, are now in ruins. The 
burned district thus far is from the Hotel 
Marble down Pleasant-street, where everything 
has been swept clean, including the jail; thence 
along Broadway to Main-street, thence up Main- 
street to Tarbox Brothers’ store. 

The flames have alsoextended down the entire 
length of Main-street to Depot-street, on the 
west side. The Baptist church isin ruins; and 
the Methodist and Congregational churcbes are 
burning. It is utterly impossible to estimate 
the loss. A steam tire engine has just arrived 
from Lewiston, making the run from that place 
in 1 hour and 15 minutes. A company from 
Phillips is also working, but their labors are 
almost fruitless on account of the gale which 
prevails. The People’s Trust Company is burned 
out. The fire caught in E. Grey’s stable, on 
Pleasant-street, about 7:30 o’clock. No accidents 
are reported, but everybody is exhausted. 


HORRIBLE SCENE IN ALGERIA.

An execution undér the most horrible cir- 
emstances has just taken place in Algeria. The 
guillotine provided was in bad order, and after

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WILD GAME DISAPPEARING 


THE WHOLESALE BUTCHERY 
OF THE HIDE HUNTERS. 
EXTERMINATING THE ELK, MULE DEER, 
AND ANTELOPE OF THE GREAT 

NORTHWEST REGION. 

RocHESTER, Oct. 19. — “The wholesale 
butchery of large game in the Rocky Mountaia 
regions, which has been engaged in by a good 
sized army of men for the past 15 years, is 
about to be stopped,” said Civil Engineer George 
Philers, late of the Northern Pacific Railroad 
construction corps, ‘and the reason it is to 
cease is that the races of animals against which 
the ruthless crusade has been carried on, from 
buffalo to antelope, are nearly annihilated. It 
may be said that the buffalo is virtually extinct, 
for of the enormous herds whose tread once 
made the plains tremble as they marched it is 
doubtful if there are 2,000 left, and they are cor- 
ralled by a skin speculator, who will slaughter 
them as he sees profit in so doing. 

“IT spent eight years in Minnesota, Montana, 
and Wyoming, and during these years not less 
than 20,000 elk, mule deer, and antelope were 
killed annually in these regions alone. Elk, 
which formerly ranged from the Middle States 
to the Pacific coast, are now never found east of 
the Missouri River. Twenty-five years ago they 
were still abundant in Kansas and Nebraska, but 
the rapid advance of civilization in these States 
drove them into the dense and as yet uninhabit- 
able portions of Minnesota and the northern 
Territories. Ifthey had been doomed to extinc- 


tion by the natural progress of civilization, or 
the effects of —— hunting in those re- 
ions, they would have been certain of a lon 

ife tenure; but the wholesale slaughter in al 
seasons in these animals, which began to be 
a systematic business im 1872, has resulted in 
so thivning out their ranks that the sportsman 
must now seek this noble game in the most 
remote parts of even the comparatively untre- 
quented region to which the war upon them 
has forced the remnants of the race to fly. Not 
_ has the elk been made the victim of this 
iudiscriminate and organized raid, but the mule 
deer, and antelope have been pursned in the 
same ruthless manner. Begun in 1872 by a 
party of Fort Benton traders, who conceived 
the idea ef making the skins of these animals 
an important item in the commerce of the 
plains and mountains, the business rapidly 
increased. in proportions year after year 
and hunting parties, fitted out to per- 
fection for the prosecution of their de- 
structive work, spread through the country 
named, and gave no mercy. The industry of 
collecting elk, mule deer, and antelope skins 
reached the culminating point of destructive- 
ness in 1879, and since then has been ——— 
annually in importance, because of the rapi 

disappearance of material ores which to work, 
but against the remnants of these three races 
of the noblest game animals on the American 
continent the war is still persistently waged, 
and it must be but a matter of a year or two 
when they will be practically extinct. Provis- 
ions of law, which are strict in grag the 
killing of the game as it is being killed, are 
virtually useless, for it would take a standing 
army of 10,000 men to stand guard around the 
haunts of the doomed animals and protect them 
from the butchers. 

“Elk travel in herds, and to the legitimate 
hunter there is no more noble and exciting sport 
than elk hunting. When not hindered by deep 
snow they make their way with wonderful ease 
and rapidity through the very worst of the bad 
lands of the regions they inhabit. Mounted on a 
fleet broncho the hunter is frequently led a 
chase for many miles before he is able to capt 
ure his wary game. The natural gait of the 
elk is a graceful swinging trot, and as long 
as they maintain that they never tire. 
It is one great object of the hunter 
to follow the elk so closely on his pony as to 
break this trot into a gallop. If the hunter suc- 
ceeds in his object he follows on with the cer- 
tainty that the game is his, for the gallop, bein 
an unnatural gait for the elk, soon tires the ani- 
mal, and he begins to lag and fall behind. Once 
broken from his trot into the run he does not 
seem to be able to fall back into his natural gait 
again, the hunteris able to get in easy range, 
and the elk soon falls a victim to his rifle. An 
elk in good condition will weigh from 300 to 500 
pounds, and no member of the deer family has 
such delicate and tinely flavored flesh. 

“The range of the mule deer before he fell 
under the ban of the game butchers was from 
Idaho to Oregon. The mule deer is shyer than 
the elk and seeks the higher portions of the Bad 
Lands. Quick of eye and scent, they are the bet- 
ter able to elude the hunter, and the sportsman 
finds that he needs all of his best skill and cun- 
ning in bagging a mule deer. The elk, once fired 
at, or on hearing the sound of a gun, will imme- 
diately run, and once chased will not stop until 
he crosses running water, although the run may 
be many miles before that is reached. The mule 
deer, onthe other hand, has his regular runs, 
like the common red deer of the East, and may 
be hunted throughout the season in the locality 
where one is first started. 

“The shyness and fleet-footedness of the ante- 
lope is known to all hunters, and its chase is 
given an added zestonthat account. All sorts 
of stratagems are adopted by the hunter to get 
a shotatone. The coursing of antelopes with 
greyhounds is probably one of the most exciting 
of all legitimate wild sport. Gen. Stanley, when 
he was stationed among the Rockies, had a grey- 
hound that was famous all through that region 
for his wonderful success in coursing antelope. 
This was the standard recreation of all the army 
officers inthe West when I was out there. Ido 
not believe any of them would have hesitated to 
turn his whole force against a party of skin 
hunters if occasion offered, as the war on the 
antelope began to come home to their individual 
interest and pleasure. 

« The greatest destruction to these three game 
animals is carried on by the hide hunters during 
the season of deep snow and during the breeding 
season, whenit is an easy matter to take them, 
In April the cow elks leave the bulls to them- 
selves and retire to the thickets and close tim- 
ber. Ihave knowna single hide hunter to kill 
in one month, in the snow, and that in the month 
of April, 35 cow elks. This man was of a large 

arty who were hunting in the same neighbor- 

ood, and there is no reason to suppose that each 
one of them was not fully as successful 
as the one mentioned; in fact, it Was 
known that the party butchered nearly 
500 cow elks that month. Each one 
of those cows would have brought forth a calf 
in the course of a few weeks, being in ambush 
for that purpose. These men were but a small 
proportion of the hide hunters who were operat- 
ing in the region, and thousands of elk, unable 
to escape or offer resistance, were slaughtered 
there that month. The mule deer and antelope 
are kilied after the same manner. When an 
animal is killed, whether elk, deer, or antelope, 
the skin is stripped from its body and the car- 
cass left lying in the snow. I have seen hun- 
dreds of dead elk along the Yellowstone, The 
hide hunters are equipped with repeating rifles, 
and even when the snow does not aid them in 
their butchery they are able to kiil from six to 
twelve elk in a herd before it gets out of range. 

‘* All the hide hunters Icame in contact with 
were the roughest kind of characters and first- 
rate people to letalone. I[*have been told that 
the traders wy the worst and most reckless 
men they can obtain for this lawless gathering 
of hides. They are paid $3 apiece for elk skins 
and $2 for mule deer and antelope skins. It was 
these same Fort Benton people who fostered the 
persistent and wholesale raids on the buffalo in 
that region and at last exterminated them. One 
year while I was in the Yellowstone countr 
they killed 25,000 buffalo between the head- 
waters of the Little Missouri and the Yellow- 
stone. I would advise any sportsman who de- 
sires to have a shot at an elk, a mule deer, or an 
antelope to go out West now. He will not find 
them as accessible nor as certain of being found 
as they were five years ago, but a good hunter 
will be able to find some and have fine sport. 
But if he waits another year or two he might as 
well stay at home and take his sport with possi- 
ble red deer nearer home. He will never see an 
elk or any of his kin, although he may hunt the 
great Northwest over inch by inch.” 
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NOT CONOCILIATED BY A BOOK. 

From the Philadelphia Bulletin, Oct. 21. 
One of the most influential of Philadelphia 
politicians, who contributed in no small degree

The 
Philadelphian, who has no special interest in 
literature, sent the book back to the donor as 
soon as he received it and saw whence it came. 
He now speaks of Blaine as a tricky politician 
whose word cannot be trusted, and if the Phila- 
delphia delegation in 1888 should be a Blaine 
one, it will not be because he desires it to be.

STORMY MEETING OF DIRECTORS. 

Otrawa, Oct. 22.—The annual meeting of 
the Ottawa, Waddington and New-York Railway 
was held here yesterday afternoon, and con- 
cluded this morning at 2 o’clock. It proved the 
stormiest meeting on record. The projected road 


will run from Ottawa to Waddington, N. Y., | 
where it will connect with the American system 


of railways. It would have been constructed a 


year ago but for the action of Dr. Hickey, mem- 
of Parliament, the President, who @emanded an 
exorbitant price for the charter. 

When the election of officers was prececded 
with Dr. Minn 4 presented a stock list which in- 
cluded several thousand shares of unpaid stock 
which had been awarded to Directors and their 
friends a few hours PRonely. The opposing 
faction, including J. B. Alderson, of New-York, 
and J. K. Redington. of Washington, laid the 
original stock list on the table and demanded 
that it be used. For eight hours the opposin 
factions worked off their feelings in heated an 
sarcastic if not eloquent debate. Two of 
the serutinizers adopted the original stock 
list, with the result that the members of the 
American party, including Alderson, were elect- 
ed officers, The remaining scrutineers, guided 
by the new list, re-elected the old board. 

Both boards respectively ignore each other. 
Alderson’s friends secretly gained possession of 
the books, and the case will be decided in court. 
The Hon. James Redington, the American Con- 
sul at Morrisburg, Ontario, has been elected 
President of the board. W. 8. Carmon, of New- 
York, one of the shareholders who supported 
Dr. Hickey and who was described as a ** vulture 
of Wall-street,” received a severe castigation.

SOLD TO BONDHOLDERS. 
Detroit, Mich., Oct. 23.—Under a decree 
of the United States Circuit Court the right, 
title, and equity of redemption in the Detroit, 
Mackinac and Marquette Railroad Company, 
embracing its entire line between the Straits of 


Mackinac and the city of Marquette, and also the 
branch line as projected from its main line to 
Sault Ste. Marie, together with the lands and all 
other property of the company, have been sold 
at auction the present week at Marquette. Hugh 
McMillan, of Detroit, representing a part of the 
bondholders, being the highest bidder, the prop- 
erty was sold to him, 

This sale is part of a reorganization scheme. 
The consideration paid was $1,010,000. The 
main line is 152 miles in length and the pro 
ected branch line is 48 miles long. The road 
as been for some time in the hands of 
a Receiver. Simultaneously with the sale it 
is announced that the contract for building 
the through line from Sault Ste. Marie, a portion 
of which is now projected as a branch of the De- 
troit, Manistee and Marquette to the latter point, 
has been let and that work on the same will be- 
gin this Fall. This new through line will be 
nown as the Duluth, South Shore and Atlantic, 
and by the terms of the contract itis to be com- 
pleted, fully equipped, and in running order by 
Oct. 20, 1887. 


STILL DEBATING RATES. 
CuHIcago,” Oct. 22.—The committee ap- 
pointed yesterday by the Southwestern Passen- 
ger Association to devise a plan for pooling 
the business going via Cairo and St. Louis 


to Southern points made a report to-day in 
which it recommended that all passenger busi- 
ness to and from the South as far as 
New-Orieans going over the  associa- 
tion roads be ooled, and that there 
be a pool on business south of the Ohio 
River and one on business north of the Ohio 
River’ After a long discussion, the report was 
adopted substantially as presented. The 
refusal of the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco Railway to join the new pool was 
again debated. The efforts to induce the road 
to join the pool have not been abandoned, 
but it as been determined to 
carry out “the nef agreement, even 
if that road insists on remaining out.

A WESTERN*® POOL’S TROUBLES. 

Cuicago, Oct. 22.—Commissioner J. W. 
Midgley has just called a meeting of the Pacific 
Coast Association—roads east of the Missouri 
and Mississippi Rivers—to consider what steps 


are necessary to meet the competition by 
the Canadian Pacific and its Eastern connections. 
The Canadian Pacific is seriously cutting rates 
to all Pacific coast points from San Francisco to 
Port Moody, and finds willing allies in the St. 
Pauland Manitoba andthe new lines between 
St. Paul and Chicago. As none of the latter 
roads are members of the Pacific Coast Associa- 
tion they are at liberty to lend any aid 
they see fit to the Canadian Pacific, and conse- 
quently the regular Pacific Coast Association 
lines find it impossible to maintain rates. It will 
be impossible to continue the Pacific Coast Asso- 
ciation any longer unless the new lines between 
Chicago and 8t. Paulcan be prevailed upon to 
join the pool. 


A PLAN NOT ADOPTED. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, Oct. 22.—Local offi- 
cials who attended the Central Trafiic Associa- 
tion meeting in Chicago report that in the dis- 
cussion of methods to deal with rate cutting a 


plan was” proposed and almost unanimously 
approved, though not adopted, which con- 
templates the organization of what might 
be called a railway congress, which shall 
sit permanently at the association headquarters. 
In other words, each road is to appoint an of- 
ficial with full powers to represent it at the asso- 
ciation headquarters. 
aby complaint it may have to make in the hands 
of its representative, who in turn will present it 
to the Commissioner. The Commissioner will 
then call upon the representative of the offend- 
ing line for an explanation, and will try the case 
and pass judgment as in a court. 


NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 

CurcaGco, Oct. 22.—Meetings of the St. 
Louis and Peoria committees of the Central 
Traffic Association were held to-day at the 
Commissioner’s office. ‘The St. Louis lines agreed 
to submit all differences and pool questions 


that have been subjects of dispute to arbitra- 
tion, and in pursuance of this policy selected 
H. 8. Depew, General Manager of the Mobile and 
Ohio, and H. C. Wicker, Traffic Manager of 
the Chicago and Northwestern, as arbitrators, 
these two to choose a third, whose decision shall 
be final and binding on all of the lines. 
The percentages, when arranged, shall 
govern from Feb. 1, 1886, to Dec. 
31, subject to 30 days’ notice of appeal 
thereafter. The Peoria committee agreed upon 
BE. P. Ripley, of the Burlington, and H. C. Wick- 
er, of the Northwestern, as arbitrators, the per- 
centages awarded to be subject to the same con- 
ditions as fixed in the St. Louis pool. 


Orrawa, Oct. 22.—The grading of the new 
short line of the Canadian Pacific Railway be- 
tweén Smith’s Falls and Steannes, shortening 
the distance between Montreal and Toronto by 
20 miles, has been completed. The road is 140 
miles in length, and trains will commence run- 
ning in January. 


LOSSES BY FIRE. 

Yhree alarms were sounded last evening 
for a fire which broke out at 6:30 o’clock in the 
stables of Thomas McLarnon, No. 35 West 
Forty-third-street. The stables adjoin those of 
the Fifth-Avenue Transportation Company, who 
run the stages on Fifth-avenue, and in which 
there were at the time 350 horses and 
a@ number of new stages. Superintendent 
Thomas M. Brown immediately ordered the 
horses in the stalls released, and they were 
all removed in safety. The stages were also 
taken out without damage. In McLarnon’s sta- 
bles there were 13 horses and 6 mules. Eight of 
these animals were suffocated or burned to death 
before they could bereached. All the harness 
and a large quantity of hay and feed were de- 
stroyed. Theloss of McLarnon is estimated at 
$2,500, and he is insured for $3,300. The build- 
ing belongs to Andrews & Brother, and was dam- 
aged to the extent of $500. 


A fire broke out shortly beforo 1 P. M. 
yesterday in the basement of No. 52 Cedar-street, 
used by A. Klipstein, dealer in chemicals, as a 
store room. The flames spread to the front story 
of the building, occupied by John M. Burnet’s 
Sons, stationers and printers, and were making 
their way up the stairway to Klipstein’s 
warerooms in the upper stories of the 
building when the Fire Department ar- 
rested their progress. John F. Murphy, 
a fireman attached to Hook and Ladder Com- 
pany No. 15, was asphyxiated by escaping gas. 

@ was rescued and removed in an ambulance to 
the Chambers-S8treet Hospital, where he soon re- 
covered. The fire destroyed and damaged about 
$2,000 worth of Klipstein’s stock, $1,000 worth 
of Burnet’s Sons, and caused about $200 damage 
to the building, all of which is covered by in- 
surance. The cause of the tire could not be as- 
certained. 


Calkins & Co.’s large planing mill at 
Tonawanda, N: Y., was destroyed by tire Thurs- 
day night. The tire originated from burning 
sbavingsin the boiler room. Six planing ma- 
chines, a large amount of other machinery, and 
a quantity of lumber were destroyed. Six cars 
of lumber ona siding of the New-York Central 
Railroad and two cars on the Erie Road were 
also burned. Tne loss on the mill is $25,000; 
insurance, $12,000. There was no insurance on 
the lumber in the cars. 


The dwelling house and barns on the 
farm of H. M, Brown, in the town of Worth, N. 
Y., about three miles from Lorraine, Jefferson 
County, were burned to the ground yesterday. 
Brown's loss is about $4,000; insurance, $2,900, 
k. Hyder, a tenant, lost about $1,000 worth of 
household goods and personal property on which 
there was a partial insurance. °

SOCIAL SENSATIONS AND DO- 
INGS ON THE STAGE. 
TROUBLE IN THE POTOCKA HOME-- 
THE SUICIDE OF THE GAMBLING 

COUNT—THEKO’S FAILURE. 

Paris, Oct. 9.—A reproach is frequently 
made to the French for their chilly reserve 
toward strangers, and often with a certain 
degree of justice. The travelers who sojourn 
in Paris a certain number of weeks, 
those who live abroad, now here, now 
there, spending the cold months south 
and the Summer season at some gay 
seashore or mineral spring resort, care 
very little about the natives. Their 
need of * society or social impetus is easily 
satisfied, and, in fact, any more dress-coat 
obligations would be obnoxious; but it is 
not so with the obligatory resident, who 
pines for sympathetic welcome and who can 
bring either the wealth, the brains, or the 
culture necessary nowadays to enforce 
salon success and continuous social invi- 
tation. Nevertheless, a large latitude 
should be given to French prejudice, which 
is, alas! constantly fed by the lack of tact 
and decorum on the part of the brilliant 
foreign inhabitant, whose luxury and 
prestige rather invites and defies question 
or criticism. He or she is about the only 
one, in fact, that the French hear about, for 
the hundred or more quiet, unostentatious 
ones shun remark as persistently as their 
rivals courtit. On the Avenue Friedland 
may be seen a palatial residence with a 
huge winding staircase in the interior visi- 
ble from the street through the large glass 
doors. Everything betokens immense 
wealth—the stables, the flowers, the climb- 
ing vines, carefully trained over the 
lofty wood, and the trellised stone walls 
denote a study of the costly elegances 
of life, and therein dwell the Count 
and Countess de Potocka. I do not 
imagine that any one gave them cred- 
it for any undue affection or matri- 
monial devotion, but the high and upper 
class of aristocrats can ill afford to waste 
much time upon sentiment. Rumor after 
rumor had wafted through the pestilential 
atmosphere of boudoir gossip, and yet no 
one seemed to know anything quite definite, 
and thousands of people undoubtedly looked 
up wonderingly at the fine mansion and 
speculated as to wno the happy  pos- 
sessors might be. A day or two since the 
Evénement enlightened the population as to 
the private history of the Polish-Russian 
residents: The article, entitled ‘The 
Lady in Black,” gavo full details 
concerning the ~ transfer some years 


since of the management of the property 
and estates to the Countess, who is reputed 
by the same authority to have been sud- 
denly seized with an insane passion of 
jealousy. Madame and Monsieur were wont 
to live their own lives as they pleased, 
without any of that foolish curiosity as to 
whereabouts and wherefores, and there was 
an entire and delightful absence of Caudle 
lecturing. Inthe inevitable interviewing 
recently solicited by both parties, the lady 
is represented as being fond only of her fine 
figure and all too eager to keep that purity 
ot outline which strikes every one else as 
being rather buxom.

He was finally ejected and he sent chal- 
lenges to several members, who refused 
to meet him. There is no end of 
stories current as to his wild dvings 
and all to end in the premeditate 
suicide that took place two days 
ago. When his servant found him he was 
already quite cold, the pillow on which his 
head rested was covered with blood, and 
but for the bullet hole in his right temple 
he would have seemed to sleep. His letters 
were ona table near by, and all gave the 
same reasons for his resolve: he was tired 
of life; he knew that he must be ejected 
from that last refuge, the club; he owed 
2,000,000f. and had not as many cents, and 
so he quietly got rid of himself. His enor- 
mous wardrobe he left to his servant, al- 
ways providing that his creditors allow 
such gift, for that is about all they can 
seize, and, however unlimited in number, 
it takes a good many trousers and coats— 
even of sealskin—to pay up $400,000.

—A correspondent of the London Times 
in Venice describes the methods of building large 
edifices on the soft soil ot the islands in the old 
time. Excavatiggs were carried down to the 
firm clay, and Res were driven through this 
and a lower clay mito the sand, The piles were 
driven cluse together and the intervals crammed 
with stones. A raft of oak planks crossing in 
double layer was placed on top and masses of 
squared stones raised the foundations to the de 
sired level. If the building was not very heavy 
the piles were omitted. Tho beautiful wave 
effects in the floor of San Marco result from de- 
fective building, not from the desire to sym- 
bolize the sea, over which the Venetians had no 
sort of general dominion at the time the basilica 
Was built.

THD EPISQOPAL CONVENTION, 


REPORTS ON MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE 
AND OTHER MATTERS. 

CHICAGO, Oct, 22.—The General Conven- 
tion of the Protestant Episcopal Church resumed 
its sitting this forenoon. The Committee on the 
General Theological Seminary reported that the 
indications of present prosperity were very grat- 
ifying. Tho receipts for the past three years 
were $324,000—fully 50 per cent. more than in 
any three preceding years in the history uf tho 
ehurch. The joint Committee on Christian Edu- 
cation presented a report recommending that 
the Committee on Christian Edueation in each 
house be continued until the next General Con- 
yeution, and be instructed to devise and execute 
measures for attracting attention to schools, 
colleges, and other institutions of learning; to 
put the church in mind of its duty to endow and 
furnish these institutions, and to invite the Di- 
rectors of these institutions to meet tegether, 


with the view f taking combined action for the 
furtherance of Christian education. The report 
went on the calendar. 

The Rev. Dr. Goodwin presented two reports 
from the Committee on Canons. The first was 
on the report of the joint Committee on Mar. 
riage and Divorce and the message of the 
House of Bishops, with which the committee 
was unable to agree either in whole or in part. 
The committee recommended that the House 
of Deputies do not concur in the mes- 
sage from the House of Bishops on the 

subject, and recommended the adorn. 
tion of a canon providing that marriages not 
authorized by God's Word are unlawful: that 
ministers admonish from time to time that the 
church forbids clandestine marriages, declaring 
that the public solemnization of marriages ought 
except for good 
that no minister 
solemnize the marriage of persons 

18 years of age unless. the 
parents or lawful guardians are present or have 
given cousent in writing; that marriage may not 
be dissolved except for adultury; thatthe guilty 
party in a divorce suit be prohjbited from mar- 
rying again during the life of the other party. 
The report in its other features was the same as 
presented by a special committee early during 
the session.« Placed on the calendar. A resolu- 
tion was offered providing that the convention 
adjourn next Wednesday.

The disposition to make good nominations 
thas been shown to an unusual degree 
this year by both parties in this city. 
‘But we commend with especial heartiness 
the nominations for the Assembly and for 
the Board of Aldermen made by the Repub- 
licans of the Twenty-first District. Mr. 
Ernest H. Crossy, the Republican candi- 
date for the Assembly, isason of the Rev. 
‘Dr. Howarp Crosby, and he has his father’s 
interest and his father’s zeal in laboring for 
good administration and the public welfare. 
He is a graduate, with high honors, of the 
University of the City of New-York and, of 
the Columbia Law School. He is a lawyer 
pf excellent promise and a member of the 
Judiciary Committee of the Bar Associa- 
tion. So good a candidate ought to receive 
the full vote of his party, and it would be 
creditable to Republicans of the Twenty- 
first District to give him a large majority. 
Mr. CHartes P. SANFoRD, whom the Re- 
publicans of the district have nominated for 
the Board of Aldermen, is also a lawyer of 
excellent standing and character. The pres- 
ence of even a few such men as Mr. San- 
FORD in the Board of Aldermen would do 
much to free that body from the bad repu- 
tation which at present belongs to it.

A syndicate of capitalists offers to pay 
Philadelphia $1,250,000 a year for a 
twenty-five years’ lease of the city’s gas 
works, and to spend $300,000 in improving 
the plant. That is to say, these men will 
pay $1,250,000 a year for the privilege of 
gmonopolizing the business of supplying gas 
§n the city and exacting $1 50 per thousand 
from consumers for twenty-five years. But 
}f speculators can make enough money out 
of this monopoly to pay so large a rent, why 
ghould not the city itself, which now con- 
trols the business, save the profits and sell 
gas at a fair price? Whatever may have 
‘een the history of the Gas Trust, the 
people will be very unfortunate if they 
shall enter into such a contract as the 
lone now proposed. Under honest man- 
‘agement the city should be able to sup- 
ply good gas to consumers at # price not 
pxceeding 90 cents per thousand. All above 
that sum may safely be charged to corrup- 
Hon. extravagance, or the profits of the les- 
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see. And it will ‘ec possible to sell good gas 
in the future at lower prices than may be 
required now. 


The Pension Bureau at Washington should 
be extremely cautious how it permits itself 
to be inveigled by aspiring and pushing 
politicians into practices such as have been 
condemned in the administration of Com- 
missioner DUDLEY. The latter may have 
been an open and shameless partisan, but 
he made no professions of keeping hi8 offi- 
cial conduct clear from political schemes. 
Gen. BLacK has declared that no favors 
shall be shown for the purpose of serving 
the ends of politicians while he is in charge 
of the bureau. Now hypocrisy and false 
pretense are the unpardonable sins in our 
public life, and failure to keep records or to 
preserve papers in pension cases that are 
“expedited” or made “special” to accom- 
modate Congressmen who are working for 
re-election will not keep such transactions 
hid. The only safe course is to adhere hon- 
estly and firmly to the avowed policy of the 
bureau. 


The capture of MANGUs rounds out to com- 
pleteness Gen, MiixEs’s Apache campaign. 
This chief, although little mentioned in the 
records of field operations, was really, ac- 
cording to Lieut. BRITTON Davis’s report, 
the original instigator of the outbreak in 
the Spring of 1885. Once on the warpath 
he and his immediate followers refused to 
participate in GERONIMO’s project of sur- 
render, and for this reasonit has lately been 
feared that his camp would prove a nucleus 
for all unsurrendered hostiles. In reality 
only eleven persons were found in the camp 
by Capt. CooprEer, and only three of these 
were warriors. The Mexicans, it appears, 
had captured the rest of ManGcus’s band. 
Gen. MILEs’s congratulatory order, it may 
be remembered, spoke of a single “small, 
thieving band” in Mexico being all that was 
left of the hostiles. With the capture of 
MANGUS even this, perhaps, disappears, al- 
though, of course, stray marauders may 
from time to time harass the frontier. 





The completion of the Merv and Oxus 
Railway to a point near Sarakhs gives Rus- 
sia a most valuable road for the transporta- 
tion of troops and supplies to the Afghan 
frontier. The Czar has been trying to 
induce the Ameer of Bokhara to en- 
list Russians in his army, Rus- 
sian officers disguised as merchants 
have been inspecting the passes between 
Badakshan and Northern India. These 
movements show that Russia has by no 
means ceased to extend her influence in the 
region adjoining the Indian frontier and to 
engage in characteristic intrigue there since 
the Afghan boundary dispute was tempora- 
rily settled.

MAYOR GRACEH’S POSITION. 

Mayor GRACE must have felt somewhat 
out of place last night in presiding over a 
purely political meeting, held to promote 
the election of a party candidate for Mayor 
of the city.. He has many times in the last 
two years declared himself as emphatically 
in favor of non-partisan government for the 
city and the union of citizens without re- 
gard to party for the election of the best 
men to municipal offices. Even since the 
present canvass opened, and when the ques- 
tion of Democratic union for party advan- 
tage was already being agitated, he said to 
a reporter of this journal: ‘‘ After all, our 
local affairs should not be subject to party 
or factional bickerings. There can only 
be one true issue, if indeed it can be 
termed an issue, in a loeal campaign, 
and that is the cause of good government. 
Every citizen should unite in electing the 
best man to the office of Mayor, regardless 
of every consideration.” Again he said: 
“Party lines should be obliterated in local 
contests. They can be wholly obliterated 
this year, since the main interest centres in 
the election of a Mayor. This is to all in- 
tents and purposes what a Spring election 
for local officers would be. Everybody 
should try to make it a contest, not for 
spoils, but for the election of the best possi- 
ble man for Mayor of the city.” In his 
speech last night he was constrained to say 
that he did not believe party spirit should 
enter into the government of the city or 
that a united Democratic vote was desira- 
ble, “ because large majorities mean irre- 
sponsibility and bad government.” 

Mayor GRACE can hardly deny that Mr. 
HeEwIttT is a party candidate and that his 
nomination was intended to effect political 
purposes both within and without the City 
Government, but he felt bound in his care- 
ful and somewhat labored speech to make 
out that Mr. Hewitt is. the “best possible 
man for Mayor,” and that exceptional cir- 
cumstances justify a united Democratic 
vote in his support. He did not 
make this very clear, and his argu- 
ment can hardly convince any candid 
man that Mr. RoosEVELT does not 
most conspicuously represent the cause of 
good government for the city. He com- 
plimented Mr. ROOSEVELT very highly for 
what he has done, but endeavored to de- 
preciate his equipment for administrative 
duties by calling him a “ radical reformer.” 
It would be interesting to know precisely 
what he means by that. Mr. ROoSEVELT’s 
career as a reformer has consisted in get- 
ting at the existing abuses in a most practi- 
cal manner and in proposing specific reme- 
dies. He has shown a knowledge of the re- 
quirements of practical reform and an abili- 
ty to provide for them which afford the best 
promise of a capacity for carrying out the 
work. 

Mr. GRACE suggests an unfortunate com- 
parison for the purposes of his argument 
when he says that he does not believe “that 
Mr. ROOSEVELT, clever and able and up- 
right as he is, possesses the experience, the 
maturity of judgment, and the intimate 
knowledge of .the necessities of the city 
which should entitle him to the ballots of 
the voters in the coming election as against 
such a candidate as Mr. Hewitt.” For 
three years Mr. ROOSEVELT spent a large 
part of his time in acquiring an intimate 
knowledge of the necessities of the 
city, and showed a very thorough ac- 
quaintance with them, while Mr. Hrwirr, 
when considering whether it was his duty 
to accept the Tammany nomination or go 
back to Congress. said: “I know what the 


work at. Washington really is, whereas 
the Mayoralty -is as a closed book 
to me.” This does not look like: asu- 
periority of knowledge as to the necessities 
of the city, nor has Mr. HEwITT’s service 
in public life b .en any more of an admistra- 
tive character than Mr. ROOSEVELT’s, while 
it has had no such relation to the direction 
of municipal affairs. 

Mr. GRACE lays much stress on Mr. Hew- 
ITT’s business experience and capacity. Even 
if that is real we have had much reason to 
be distrustful of it asa complete qualifica- 
tion; but we have understood that the prac- 
tical management of the business in which 
Mr. HewIrr has a large interest as a capital- 
ist has been mainly in other hands, and there 
is no evidence known to the public that he 
has any remarkable administrative skill. The 
Mayor speaks of misapprehensions as to the 
extent to which municipal expenditures 
are controlled by the local authorities, and 
shows that about two-thirds of the ex- 
penses have been fixed by the Legislature. 
That is a well known fact, but its excuse 
has been past mismanagement and extrav- 
agance, and the best means of remedying 
the evilis to give assurance that local control 
will henceforth be safe and economical. 
Moreover, we need a Mayor who will go to 
Albany, as Mayor Low, of Brooklyn, did, 
and secure the needed legislation for the 
city, and one who can do this with effect. 
Mr. ROOSEVELT is just the man for such a 
task. 

We are sorry to see the Mayor so far for- 
get his non-partisanship principles as to 
speak of the improvement in the City Gov- 
ernment which has been secured under his 
administration as the “record of the work 
of the Democratic Party.” He was not 
elected as a candidate of the Democratic 
Party, he has not been the Mayor of that 
party, and he knows how he has had to re- 
sist it in doing his work. He did himself 
great injustice in that remark. 


REGISTER TO-DAY AND VOTE FOR 
ROOSEVELT! 

No voter whose name is not upon the 
register before 9 o’clock this evening will 
be allowed to vote at the coming election. 
It is already evident that the vote will be 
large, and it ought to be so, for the issues of 
the canvass are of the gravest importance 
to the people of the city. We appeal to 
every Republican voter and to every inde- 
pendent voter not to forfeit his right of 
suffrage this year by a failure to register. 
We believe that Mr. THEODORE ROOSEVELT 
can be elected Mayor if the full strength of 
the Republican and independent vote is 
brought to the polls in his support. 

We have already many times given our 
reasons for thinking that he would make a 
better Mayor than Mr. HEwitr. We will 
restate concisely a few of these reasons. 
They are, first, that Mr. ROOSEVELT is fa- 
miliar, through his three years’ experience 
in the Assembly, with the needs of the city 
and with the working of its administrative 
machinery, while Mr. Hewitt, by reason 
of the fact that his public life has been 
spent in another and remote field, is unac- 
quainted with the duties he would be called 
upon to perform. He has confessed that 
‘* the Mayoralty is a closed book” to him. 

Second, Mr. RoosEVELT is free from every 
kind of pledge and entangling alliance. 
He has promised to administer the office of 
Mayor without regard to party and solely 
for public benefit, and no man doubts his 
word. Mr. HEWITT, on the other hand, is 
the nominee of Tammany Hall, a body of 
hungry and unscrupulous spoils seekers and 
tax eaters, who would make every day of 
his life as Mayora burden of misery by their 
clamorous appeals for ‘‘ recognition,” and, 
able and upright as Mr. Hewitt is, we can- 
not find in the record of his public life any 
convincing assurance that he would refuse 
the persistent demands of these men. 

Third, Mr. RoosEVELT is young, vigorous, 
and clear-headed. Mr. HEwi1T is by no 
means in vigorous health; and without the 
least wish in the world to wound his feel- 
ings or offend his friends, we must say that 
he has shown an unfortunate capacity for 
serious errors of judgment andfor wrong de- 
cisions in important matters. 

By his training, by his political record 
and convictions, and by his temperament 
and physical condition, therefore, Mr. 
ROOSEVELT is by much the preferable can- 
didate for Mayor. We bespeak for him not 
only the votes but theactive and enthusiast- 
ic supportof all Republicans, independents, 
and citizens of all parties with whom these 
reasons may have weight in making their 
choice between the candidates. And itis 
the duty of every such citizen to make sure 
that his name is registered before 9 o’clock 
this evening. 


SUPPRESS GIBBS. 

Ex-Senator G1ipsBs is credited with a de- 
termination to take the Assembly nomina- 
tion at all hazards. Itis asserted that the 
postponement of the nominating convention 
in the Thirteenth District is solely for the 
purpose of lessening the number of days of 
criticism that is certain to be his lot once he 
is formally placed in the Assembly race. 
Mr. Grpss and his friends profess to wonder 
why his past public acts should receive such 
condemnation and his. nomination to the 
Assembly should be so generally opposed by 
decent citizens. 

The reason is very clear. As Mr. GrIpss 
must remember, he came to the office of 
THE Tres last year and begged that he 
might have an opportunity to explain any 
of his votes on public acts which did not 
meet with the approval of this paper and of 
the public. The printed proceedings of the 
Senate were opened before him, showing 
the records of his votes on measures of 
municipal importance, and these votes he 
was candidly asked to explain. In no 
single instance was his explanation 
a justification of the confidence that had 
been reposed in him by his constituents, 
On no moral or public grounds was he able 
to defend his “course. His unworthiness 
longer to remain a public servant was fair- 
ly demonstrated. Having failed to furnish 
any proof of his innocence of the charges 
against him, he could thereafter expect no 
very lenient treatment of his shortcomings, 
and a discriminating public will deal no 
more leniently with him in the future than 
his outspoken critics have in the past. 

The independent Republicans of the Thir- 


teenth Assembly District should continue 
to disseminate information about Mr. GIBBS 
and to obtain pledged votes against him, 
for there is danger that he will be thrust 
upon them at next Monday night’s conven- 
tion. He hopes to divert attention froma 
very vulnerable record and character by re- 
maining under cover till the last moment in 
the campaign. He is, according to his own 
statements, so desperately ‘‘hard up for 
money” that he wants to go to Albany to 
recuperate his shattered fortunes, and if the 
Republican Convention will limit the length 
of his canvass to a few days he can, he 
thinks, run the gantlet in safety and beat 
the voters after all. At all events he is 
willing to risk everything.on the attempt. 
Look out for GiIBBs and suppress him. 


THE CZAR. 

The Russian Nihilists have obtained a 
part of their desire in making it appear 
clearly that the situation of the Czar of all 
the Russias is not one to be envied by any 
sane human being. The present Czar is no 
doubt a brave man, and would appear with- 
out discredit upon any occasion that called 
for the exercise of an active courage. Such 
an ordeal as he has passed through is one 
which very few human beings could with- 
stand and come out of with unshaken 
nerves. 

We have seen in the case of Charleston 
how the presence of a danger which no 
prudence can avert and no courage combat 
has paralyzed the energies of a whole com- 
munity for days together. No man can 
possibly keep a clear head and a steady 
pulse who has been living for days in dan- 
ger of a sudden and mysterious death by a 
power which is made known to him at brief 
intervals by shocks of earthquake. The 
same kind of mysterious danger in which 
the people of Charleston moved for a few 
days is the atmosphere that has surrounded 
the Czar from the moment of his accession 
until now. 


The shock of the murder which brought 
him to the throne was such as has often 
sufficed to make men and women lose their 
reason. It is likely, however, that a man of 
so robust a constitution and so activea 
temperament as belong to the Roma- 
NOFFS would long since have recovered 
from this blew if other events had 
not carried on the work it began. 
Such events are like the minor shocks of 
earthquake that keep alive the terror of 
those who have been frightened by the first 
shock. It is true that very little has come 
to light of attempts upon the life of the 
present Czar. This by no means proves that 
no such attempts have been made. It 
rather proves the — docility’ of the 
Russian press. It is highly important 
to the cause of autocratic government 
in Russia that attacks upon the autocrat, 
if they are made, shall be known to as few 
people as possible. As for the Russian con- 
spirators, unlike conspirators of some other 
nationalties, they are very close-mouthed, 
and they would not be likely to boast of un- 
successful efforts to murder the Czar. If 
these efforts answered the purpose of keep- 
ing the victim in a condition of helpless ter- 
ror they were very nearly successful. 


The news which now comes to us, so con- 
firmed and made specific that there seems 
no room left for doubting it, shows that this 
measure of success has attended the acts of 
the conspirators. It seems that the Czar 
has killed one of his own household in the 
belief that the man was anassassin. This 
act does not denote insanity, in the usual 
sense of the word. The Czar cannot be said 
to have labored under an insane delusion 
in supposing that a man who approached 
him suddenly meant to murder him. But 
that he should have been in so wild a state 
of apprehension and excitement as to cut 
down aman perfectly well known to him 
before stopping to verify his fear that the 
man was an assassin shows to what a strain 
his nerves had been subjected. 


It is entirely possible that the brutal and 
outrageous reply to Prince ALEXANDER may 
have been one expression of the morbid irri- 
tability which such an experience as that 
of the Czar is apt to produce, and of which 
his homicidal assault upon Baron REUTERN 
was another expression. At any rate, the 
proof that the Czar has broken down un- 
der the strain put upon him by the 
Nihilists is calculated to diminish 
the importance to Europe of “the 
designs of Russia,” which have for weeks 
been the leading topic of European politics. 
For the purpose of making war with sudden- 
ness, secrecy, and success an absolute mon- 
archy is without doubt far more efficient 
than any other form of government. But 
even at this point its strength may be 
turned into weakness. It has no machinery, 
except that of assassination, for deposing 
a monarch who may be quite incapable of 
reigning. Even in England the question 
which arose upon the insanity of GEORGE 
III., and which was settled by the Regency, 
was much more puzzling and disquiet- 
ing to English statesmen than our re- 
cent discussions over. the Presidential 
succession and the - Electoral count have 
been to us. When the monarch is the State, 
and becomes partly or entirely insane, gov- 
ernment comes toa deadlock. While it is 
unlikely that ALEXANDER is actually in- 
sane, a question of his sanity is raised, and 
it is almost certain that he is not in a condi- 
tion to manage the interests of Russia with 
prudence. The exhibition of his state of 
mind that was made by his killing of his 
aide is at all events favorable to the peace 
of Europe. 

EVAPORATED CREEKS. 

The River and Harbor bill that became 
a law last Summer directed the War De- 
partment to examine and survey Mingo 
Creek and Clark’s Creek, in South Carolina. 
For the.examination of these and other 
streams $75,000 was appropriated. It does 
not appear that Mingo Creek and Clark’s 
Creek were ever before named in a River 
and Harbor bill. But some one hoped that 
in years to come they would také@ the places 
vacated by Cheesequakes Creek and Sumpa- 
wamus Inlet or the ripplingKiskiminetas,and 
to obtain authority for making examina- 
tions and surveys was to take the first step 
toward loading these streams upon the pub- 
lic Treasury. The patron of the creeks 
knew that adverse reports from the en- 


ee 


gineers would not neceesirily” exclude them 


from the list of streams to be ‘‘ improved.” 

But the War Department can’t find them. 
Lieut. FREDERICK V. ABBOT is the engineer 
who was directed to make the examination. 
On the 16th inst. he wrote from Charleston 
to Congressman AIKEN at Cokesbury as fol- 
lows: 


“T am required to make an examination of 
Clark’s Creek, South Carolina, and Mingo Creek, 
South Carolina. After careful search I have 
been unable to determine satisfactorily the loca- 
tion of these creeks, and if you would be so 
kind as to let me know definitely where the creeks 
referred to in the act can be found, it will enable 
me to make the examination.” 

Whereupon Congressman AIKEN sent the 
officer’s letter to the News and Courier, with 
the following comments: . 


“Since T first entered Congress, year after year 
I reluctantly voted for the River and Harbor bills 
as presented ‘from the committee for approval 
by the House, not because I disapproved reason- 
able appropriations for the improvement of our 
harbors and national streams, but simply be- 
cause annually there was a‘Mingo Creek’ or 
some such other ‘nigger in the woodpile’ in 
every one of them, that would shovel 
money into some private. individual’s pock- 
et, as I believed, rather than deepen 
the bed of a stream that floated our 
products to the sea. But, I think, the inclosed 
letter presents@ case that:does not belong to 
the Third: District and was certainly never pre- 
sented by me, for I do not remember ever hay- 
ing asked a dollar of appropriaton for this or 
any other creek; and, therefore, I suggest 
that the engineer must go probing about in some 
other section of the State less hilly than the 
Third District before he will find his Mingo Creek, 
or, quite as likely, his Clark’s Creek, into whose 
dry bed water must be dipped from elsewhere 
to establish a G@ommercial stream.” 


Even the News and Courier, with the as- 
sistance of the maps of the State that are 
kept in its office, cannot tell Lieut. ABBOT 
where the creeks are, but says “it is strange 
that the United States Government should 
be asked to give money for the improve- 
ment of streams which are so unimportant 
that the United States engineer has to or- 
ganize a searching party in order to be able 
to find them.” 

But to those who know how river and 
harbor bills are made, and how many jobs, 
large and small, every bill contains, it is not 
strange that the engineers are not able to 
find two or three of the creeks that are 
named in them. It is remarkable that they 
do succeed in finding so many. Probably 
Mingo Creek and Clark’s Creek are brooks 
that exist only in wet weather. Lieut. 
ABBOT began his inquiries in the wrong sea- 
son of the year. He should have waited for 
the Spring freshets. c 

When he does find these elusive creeks he 
will surely find some one who thinks that 
they should be made navigable for skifis, 
rafts, steamships, and men-of-war. In a 
few days some Congressman will turn up 
with an indignant denunciation of his lack 
of patriotism, and the Congressman’s con- 
stituents will declare that these creeks de- 


serve to be made great highways of com- 
merce without regard to cost. They will 
talk as the friends of Congressman DouGu- 
ERTY of Florida do in abroadsiée of print- 
ed matter which has been circulated in his 
district. They say: 

‘‘In these days of large expenditures and the 
carrying on of great public improvements by 
the General Government the obtaining of a due 
proportionate share of the appropriations is one 
of the most valuable pieces of work that a Con- 
gressman can do for his constituents. In this 
respect Mr. DOUGHERTY achieved a great and 
unprecedented suctess. During his first session 
he obtained a larger aggregate of appropriations 
than was ever. before obtained in a single 
year by a member of Congress from his district. 
More than that, he obtained a larger amount 
than was ever before obtained in a similar pe- 


riod by any member of Congress that Florida 
ever sent to Washington.” 


And then they publish alist of the items 
which he crowded into the River and Har- 
bor bill, calling for the expenditure of 
$484,500, and urge that his opponent 
should be defeated because, not being “an 
aggressive or pushing man,” he couldn’t get 
halfas much! He “ would stand very little 
show of obtaining appropriations to any 
considerable amount,” the voters are told; 
“he would be a drag and an incubus upon 
the district.” 

Some persons may think this a weak argu- 
ment for a candidate to rely upon.. But we 
venture to say that it isa useful argument 
in the Second District of Florida, and prob- 
ably there is some Congressman in South 
Carolina who has won the favor of many 
constituents by his-work in behalf cf the 
alleged creeks which Lieut. ABBOT. cannot 
find. It is this narrow and grasping tenden- 
cy in Congressional districts that those who 
strive to purify river and harbor bills must 
try to overcome. 


The slight shocks of earthquake that are

A CLEVELAND REPUBLICAN’S VIEW. 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

For the first time in several yearsthereally 
independent voters of this city are called upon 
to choose which of two well known, honest, and 
reputable citizens shall be their choice for Mayor 
at the coming election. When I speak of inde 
pendent voters I mean those who believe that 
national politics shou!d have no bearing or infin- 
ence whatever, either directly or indirectly, 
upon municipal pe mh and who vote as they 
think !n spite of the ‘persuasions or threats of a 
purtisan press or of prejudiced and biased 
friends. 

It is generally conceded by the working poll 
ticians of. all parties or organizations that this 
class of independent voters has been rapidly in- 
creasing in this city during the last few years. 
It is, of course, idle to attempt to give, even ap- 
proximately, the numerical strength of this vote, 
but the fact that it does exist and is an impor- 
tant factor in our municipal elections is not 
questioned. The independent voter has but 
one motive in making his selection. He wants 
the best’ man, irrespective of his polit- 
ical affiliations. It will not,/I think, be 
gainsaid by any one free from political bias tha 
the organization known as the County Democ- 
racy has been looked upon by the independent 
voter in this city asthe balance wheel in the 
mechanism of municipal politics. I do not mean 
by this to intimate that any intelligent man be- 
lieves now, or has believed for the last five or 
six years, that the district leaders of the County 
Democracy (with a very few. notable exceptions) 
have been a whit better than the district leaders 
of Tammany Hall or of the Republican 
machine, it was not in the nature of 
things that they should be, and to any 
one having a knowledge of the inside 
workings of the three machines it is 
an open secret that in a large wajority of the 
Assembly districts the question of trades or 
deals was to these leaders one not of principle 
but of policy or expediency. The County be- 
mocracy, however, was organized for the pur- 
pose of fighting Tammany Hall. It has always 

ad in its ranks, and has to-day, a large majority 
ot the most reputable and honest political work- 
ers among our city Democrats. ‘These men, 
though.in very rare instances district leaders, 
have always had great weight in its councils, 
and anumber of them have always been out- 
spoken against any bargain or concession looking 
toward a union with Tammany Hall. .1t was this 
sentiment in the County Democracy which, 
though not always strong enough to prevent a 
bargain and sale, has nevertheless always exist- 
ed, and has on several occasions been strong 
enough to prevent a union and to insure the 
election of at least a few reputable candidates. 
To the independent voter a united Democracy in 
this city has always meant danger, a split in the 
Democratic ranks comparative safety, and all the 
efforts of the County Democracy in opposing a 
union have up to this time. received the undivid- 
ed support of the independent press and of all 
unbiased voters.

A tine dish of crow surely for the County 
Democracy leaders to swallow, but not a whit 
more delicate certainly than are Messrs. Beek- 
man and Patterson, because of their conceded 
fitness, to the palates of the Tammany sachems. 
Now, as to Mr. Hewitt. He is the nominee of 
Tammany Hall. Think of it! Oneof the fore- 
most advocates of civil service reform in the 
country, one of the founders of the County 
Democracy. Why was he nominated? Simply 
because Tammany Hall believed that Henry 
George would draw so heavily upon its cohorts 
as to render it impossible to stand up in 
a three-cornered fight against a decent County 
Democracy candidate. This cannot be denied. 
Ten days ago Tammany was the under dog, and 
in order to force a union nominated Mr. Hewitt, 
an upright, reputable citizen. disliked moat 
heartily by its leaders and having nothing in 
common with them. 

If at this stage of the game the County De- 
mocracy had had any moral courage Tammany 
would still be the under dog, with a Hewitt 
muzzle on its disreputable mug, and as far as the 
Mayoralty was concerned caught in its own trap. 

There was but ove thing for the County Democ- 
Tacy to do—take Mr. Hewitt and proceed to se- 
lect candidates for the rest of the ticket tomatch 
the headpiece. They werein no way beholden 
to Tammany Hall. There was no more reason 
fof a union after Mr. Hewitt’s nomination by 
Tammany than before, and had this course been 
pursued the ticket would have had the support 
vi a large majority of the intelligent voters, irre- 
spective of party. » 

Now, ever since the Edson administration a 
majority of the newspapers of this city, includ- 
ing the Evening Post, have been incessantly 
warning the voters of New-York that no candi- 
date, no matter how irreproachable his charac- 
ter or antecedents, whose election was brought 
about by a bargain between Tammany and the 
County Democracy as to the division of spoils, 
could be trusted to administer the oflice in the 
interest of the citizens. 

If Mr. Hewitt is elected will his election have 
been the result of a bargain between the two 
Democratic factions? In the face of the facts 
how can any intelligent voter question it. It 
will not do to say that Mr. Hewitt was nota 
party to the deal and that he can rise superior to 
all political pressure. That begs the question. 
He is running on a union ticket, made up in the 
same Way as, or possibly in a worse way than, the 
union Democratic Edson ticket of 1882, and he 
has accepted the joint nomination with full 
knowledge that he could never have 
counted on the support of Tammany Hall 
during the canvass unless a satisfactory bargain 
as to the rest of the ticket coulda have been con- 
summated. And, to bind the corrupt bargain, 
we find the County Democrats and the Tam- 
manyites with their heads together deliberately 
portioning out the Congressional, legislative, and 
Aldermanic nominations in the most shameless 
manner. And what is Mr. Hewitt doing mean- 
while? Has he denounced the deal which gives 
Spinola his (Hewitt’s) seat in Congress? ' Has he 
said anything against the candidacy of such men 
as Bourke Cockran, Tim Campbell, Fatty Walsh, 
and the rest of the gang? Nota word. 

Not one of the leaders of the County Democra- 
cy, many of whom in fheir innermost hearts are 
heartily ashamed of the situation and wish them: 
selves well out of it, has raised his voice against 
the infamous deal of 1886, which in its scope ig 
far more corrupt, dangerous, and far-reaching 
than any heretofore entered into since their or- 
ganization came into existence. Why, then, 
should the municipal mugwump vote for Mr. 
Hewitt, who heads the union ticket? Mr. Hewitt 
himself tells you: *‘In order to defeat Henry 
George.” Remember that Mr. George needs at 
least 60,000 and probably nearly 70,000 votes 
to be elected. If you believe he can get them, 
vote for Mr. Hewitt. If you do not (and what 
intelligent citizen does?) you must yote for the 
Republican candidate. 

Mr. Roosevelt needs no introduction to the 
voters of this city. His record in the Legisla- 
tures of 1882, 1883, and 1884 speaks for itself 
and was made too recently to have been for- 
gotten, and though many of his best friends and 
most fervent admirers differed radically from 
him in the last Presidential fight, none hasfor an 
instant questioned his manliness and fearless- 
ness when called upon to fight the reform fight 
in this city. His nomination was not the result 
of any deal or bargain, but was forced upon-the 
Republican leaders because they needed 
this year aman to represent just the principles 
of which Theodore Roosevelt has always been 
the exponent. They needed such a leader, be- 
cause without one of that stamp they could not 
hope to hold any of the decent vote, and they 
nominated him from purely seltish motives, but 
with the firm intention from the start to poll the 
full party vote, and, as they would say, “don’t 
you forget it.” It is absurd to talk about knifing 
or deals this year. Why should the boys knife 
Roosevelt for Hewitt? And if not for Hewitt 
for whom and how ?

THE, EARTH AGAIN SHAKEN 


| 
TWO SEVERE SHOCKS FELT IN | 
THE SOUTH AND WEST. 
THE PEOPLE OF CHARLESTON AND MANY 
OTHER PLACES ALARMED, BUT NO} 
SERIOUS DAMAGE REPORTED. 
CHARLESTON, 8S. C., Oct. 22.—Charleston | 
‘was visited by two severe earthquake shocks | 
to-iay. The first occurred at 5:25 o'clock this 
morning and lasted for about 30 seconds. The 
second shock came along at 2:45 this afternoon | 
and lasted for 15 seconds. Both waves seemed 
to move from north to south, and were more | 
severe than any of the disturbances since 
Aug. 81. The morning shock was accom- 
panied by a loud rumbling noise and made | 
& very lively commotion, many persons 
rushing out of the houses. The houses 
were shaken violently, although there was none 
the swaying motion which attended some 
o the earlier shocks. In a number of private 
residences vases and other loose articles were 
not thrown from their places, although in quite 
@ number of houses loose plastering was thrown 
down, and some of the cracks were widened. | 
The Custom House, which is the largest building 
in the city, was very perceptibly shaken, and 
sustained additional damage. The walls of the } 
Cotton Exchange were cracked in several places, 
and severa! Buddensiek chimneys came te the 
ground. 
The afternoon shock came while the streets 
were filled with people and when business was 
moving briskly. There was considerable excite- 


ment, but nobody ran, and there was not the 
slightest interruption to the coursé of trade. 

Dispatches received to-night indicate that the 
shocks to-day were not more severe in Charles- 
ton than in other places in this and adjoining 
States, but from no place is any loss of life or 
serious damage to property reported. Both of 
to-lay’s shocks were felt at Rock Hill, Columbia, 
aie ete Camden, Gaffney City, Abbeville, 
Williston, Blackville, Greenwood, Summerville, 
Georgetown, and, indeed, at almost every town 
in the State. The dispatches from these places 
say the shocks were heavy enough to shake the 
largest houses, and that in many vlaces the 
people rushed out into the streets for safety. 

It is thought here that the seat of disturbances 
is now further north, and that the general dis- 
tribution of the disturbances to-day is an excel- 
lent indication that Charleston will not get more 
than her tair share of earthquakes in the future. 

Capt. Maguire, of the schooner Nellie Bowers, 
arrived here to-day from Rockport, Me. He was 
off Cape Romain this morning at 5:25 o'clock, 
and felt the shock distinctly in 13 fathoms of 
water. 

Cotumstia, 8. C., Oct. 22.—There was a 
terrific shock of earthquake in this city at 5:15 
o’clock this morning. wuich created great alarin. 
Scarcely a person who was asleep was not awak- 
ened by the force and duration of the shock, 
which was equal to any in those respects which 
have followed the disastrous quakes of Ang. 31. 
Beds rocked like cradles, plastering was broken, 
crockery ware and wall ornaments displaced, 
and houses were shaken as if they would fall. 
Another shock of ees increased force oc- 
curred at 2:40 P. M. People rushed from houses, 
hotels, and stores into the streets. The quake 
was of short duration. This latter is the second 
severe shock in broad daylight of the many 
which have occurred here. It is a remarkable 
fact that the shocks bad been so reduced in force 
that many of them were scarcely perceptible, 
and to-day’s development of renewed strength 
is alarming for the future. The shocks were 
very severe in Summerville, where new brick- 
work was shaken down and the spouting of 
water renewed. 


AvuGusTa, Ga., Oct. 22.—The earthquake 
at 4:55 o’clock this morning was the severest 
since Friday, Sept. 3. The people were very 
much frightened, and in instances ran into the 
streets. Charleston people were in a greatly ex- 
cited state, and large numbers remained in the 
streets until bright day. Another lively shake 
at 2:19 this afternoon startled the people, who 
ran wildly into the streets. Terror has again 
seized the citizens of both Charleston and Au- 
gusta. 


DANVILLE, Va., Oct. 22.—A distinct carth- 
quake shock was"felt here this afternoon at 2:45 
o’clock. No damage was done nor any alarm oc- 
casioned. No sound accompanied the shock. It 
was almost equal to the shock of Aug. 31, and 
ranged from north to south. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Oct. 22.—Savannah was 
visited by two decided earthquake shocks to-day, 
the first at 4:55 A. M., local time. This was 
notable for the duration of the tremors, which 
continued 15 or 20 seconds. <A good deal of ap- 

rehension, but no general alarm, was caused by 
ft Many people, hotel guests especially, got up 
and did not go back to bed. At 2:20 o’clock this 
afternoon another vibration, accompanied by a 
rumbling noise, was felt. It was equally as se- 
vere as the first, but of much shorter duration. 
Many claim that these shocks were almost as 
severe a8 any that have been experienced here, 
excepting the great shock of Aug. 31. They 
were felt everywhere in this section of the State, 
but no damage is reported. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Oct. 22.—A distinct 
shock of earthquake was felt here at 4:15 o'clock 
this morning. The earth oscillated very per- 
ceptibly, and many persons were awakened, but 
the shock was 80 slight that it created no alarm. 


WILMINGTON, N. C., Oct. 22.—Two dis- 
tinct shocks of earthquake were felt here this 
morning about 5 o’clock. One was quite severe, 
and shook houses and awakened a great many 
people. There was another shock this afternoon 
at 2:45 o'clock. Buildings were shaken very 
perceptibiy, but no damage was done. 


RALEIGH, N. C., Oct. 22:.—Two distinct 
earthquake shocks were felt here to-day at about 
BALM. and 3 P. M. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 22.—There was a dis- 
tinct earthquake shock here about 4 o’clock this 


morning. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 22.—A _ slight 
shock of earthquake was felt here at 2:10 o’clock 
this afternoon. It lasted about five seconds, and 


the vibration was nearly north and south. 


CoLtumBus, Ohio, Oct. 22.—A slight 
shock of earthquake was felt here soon after 2 
o’clock. It was very perceptible in upper stories 
of buildings, but not on the streets. 


LYNCHBURG, Va., Oct. 22.—Three large 
cracks in the earth have just been discovered on 
top of Flat Top Mountain, adjacent to the Po- 
cahontas coal mines, in Tazewell County, which 
were evidently caused by the earthquake last 
nonth. One of the rents crosses the mountain 
wagon road, and large trees and rocks have been 
thrown into it so as to mgkeit passable. The 
cracks extend a long distance and run north and 
zouth. 


NorFo sg, Va., Oct. 22.—A shock of earth- 
quake was felt here this afternoon at 2 o’clock. 
lasting several seconds. The vibrations were 
from south to north. In tall buildings it was 
very plainly felt, but no damage was done. 


CHARLOTTE, N. C., Oct. 22.—At about 5 
o'clock this morning the people here were awak- 
ened by a sharp earthquake shock, and at 2:47 
Pp.

THE SANDY HOOK EXPLOSION. 


CAUSED APPARENTLY BY 
KING’S CARELESSNESS. 
Col. A. Mordecai said yesterday that no

military investigation into the circumstances 


which caused the death of Private Joseph King 
and Lieut. William M. Medcalfe at Sandy Hook 
on Thursday afternoon would be held. Coroner 
Van Woert,of Long Branch, who was called 
Thursday evening, declared that he was per- 
fectly satisfied by the explanations cf the officers 
present and by the surrounding evidences of 


their statements that they had met their death 
by the accidental exploding of a shell. 

The officers at Sandy Hook wereCol. A. Mor- 
decai, who had ch: rge of the experiments; Major 
F. H. Parker, Capt. Charles Shaler, and Capt. D. 
A. Lyle. Col. Mordecai thus explained the event 
yesterday: 

“The Government Ordnance Board has been 
subjecting a 12-incan mortar to a number of 
No accident ever occurred before that of 
Thursday. The sbells were hitherto loaded with 
sand and fired with 35 pounds of powder. Lieut. 
Medcalfe and Superintendent Sinclair were di- 
recting the wor 
yesterday were filled with powder from two bar- 
rels placed at a short distance from the men. 
One shell had been satisfactorily filled aud put 
to one side and the men had commenced work 
on the second. They found that the cap would 
not fit and that it was quite impossible to screw 
itdown. Private King tried to accomplish this 
by knocking on it with a bammer. The result 
was an explosion.” 

The body of the unfortunate King was blown 
into the air, while Lieut. Medcalfe was thrown 
to a distance of 10 feet. Both or his legs were 
nearly cut off, and he received a number of 
wounds, any one of which would have been fatal. 
Sergt. Abbott and Corp. Goodnow were slightly 
injured, as was also Superintendent Sinclair. 
The last gentlemen, however, were, as Col. Mor- 
decai says, More stunned than hurt, and they re- 
covered very speedily. Pieces of the shell were 
scattered in all directions. A fence was partly 
broken down and caught fire. Superintendent 
Sinclair, as soon as he recovered, suw that the 
flames were extinguished before they could reach 
the powder barrels. Medcalfe was horribly 
burned, and lived only an hour after the ex- 
plosion. King was instantly killed, and his body 
was so charred and disfigured that it was an- 
recognizable. He was about 28 years of age, 
and had no friends in this country. He came 
from Sweden. 

The family of Lieut. Medcalfe lived in Dean- 
street, Brooklyn. Atthe timeof the explosion 
his mother was watching the proceedings from 
a distance. Medcalfe was 33 years of age, and 
was extremely popular. He graduated only a 
few years ago from West Point. The bodies of 
the nen were left at reg | Hook, but will be 
brought to the city to-day. Lieut. Medcalfe will 
be buried to-day at Greenwood Mage ote 2 The 
funeral will take place at2 P.M from No. 166 
Dean-street. Private King’s interment will be 
at Cypress Hills. The men were stationed at 
Sandy Hook, wherea series of experiments are 
being conducted by Col. McAllister, who, how- 
ever, was not there on Thursday, being replaced 
by Col. Mordecai. Since last year, when Con- 
gress failed to grant an appropriation for the 
work, the place of the laborers and mechanics 
who were then discharged has been taken by 
soldiers. The explanation of the accideut is that 
@ small portion of powder must have gotten into 
the screw thread of the =P. When this was 
hammered by Private King it ignited, and caused 
the explosion 

In connection with Lieut. Medcalfe’s death, it 
is remembered that his brother. Edward B. Med- 
calfe, was killed 11 years ago by the accidental 
discharge of a pistol. Mr. Medcalfe lived at No. 
243 Macon-street, Brooklyn, with his parents. 
On the morning of June 8, 1875, he was found in 
his room with a bullet hole in his head and an old- 
fashioned flint-lock horse pistolin his hand. It 
was at first supposed he had committed suicide, 
but this, his. mother insisted, could not be the 
case, as she had but a few moments before called 
him to breakfast, and he had answered her ina 
pleasant and cheerful tone. Mr. Medcalfe was a 
special contributor to several Brooklyn papers, 
and devoted much of his time to the study of 
gunnery. His room was filled with many speci- 
mens of firearms, which were always kept loaded 
and ready for use. The pistol which caused his 
death was hardly one which would have beeu 
chosen by a suicide, and the Coroner’s jury re- 
turned a verdict of death by the accidental dis- 
charge of a pistol.

Limited. The sailings of the Inman Line as at 
present advertised will be maintained without 
interruption, and the business of the line con- 


tinued with all the agents and connections of the 
old company. Richardson, Spence & Co., of Liv- 
erpool, will be the managing agente for Great 
Britain and Europe, and Peter Wright & Sons, of 
this city, the general agents. for North America. 
The offices of the company at New-York and 
Liverpool will remain unchanged. 

The time-honored name of ‘Inman Line” will 
be retained. Itistheintention of the purchas- 
ing “pe to ada new steamers of the highest 
class and speed to the line as rapidly as possible, 
and to take every step necessary to make it a 
first-class passenger line of express steamers. 
The International Navigation Company, which 
has consummated the transaction, is an Amer- 
ican company, organized under the laws of Penn- 
sylvania, and already owns and controls the Red 
Star Line, running between this port and Ant- 
werp and Philadelphia and Antwerp, which is 
so favorably known to the traveling public, and 
also the American Line, between Philadelphia 
and*Liverpool. The President of the Interna- 
tional Navigation Company is James A. Wright, 
the Vice-President C. A. Griscom,and the gen- 
eral agents the firm of Peter Wright & Sons. 

LonpDoN, Oct. 22.—At a meeting of the 
creditors of the Inman Steamship Company to- 
day it was resolved to sell the concern to the 
International Steam Navigation Company for 
the sum of £205,000.

WOODLAND ON FIRE. 
READING, Penn., Oct. 22.—During the 
past few days fierce fires have been raging in 
the Blue Mountains, which separate Berks and 
Schuylkill Counties, and to-night the reflection

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A FRIGHT IN THE WIGWAM. 


A MANIFESTO AGAINST GEORGE CAUS- 
ING AN UPROAR. 


The old wigwam trembled violently last 
evening; in fact, all of the big and little chiefs 
in it shook as though with the ague, and their 
red feathers became ghostly white over the can- 
didacy of Henry George for Mayor. The spec- 
tacle was enough to make John Kelly turn over 
in his coffin. No such scene would have been 
witnessed had he been alive. It was a meeting 
of the Tammany Committee of Organization, and 
the grossest exhibition of weakness which ever 
characterized the proceedings of that body. 

Sheriff Hugh J. Grant sat.in the chair which 
John Kelly used to occupy and beat the bench 
in front of him with a gavel which John Kelly 


merely raised whenever he wished to check a 
storm. At the Sheriff’s left was Deputy County 
Clerk Thomas P. Gilroy, and at his right the pa- 
triarchal Police Justice Gorman. Among the 
big chiefs were W. Bourke Cockran and Gen. F. 
B. Spinola, candidates for Congress; Commis- 
sioner Thomas 8S. Brennan, Civil Justice Michael 
Norton, Alderman Patrick Ditver, J. Fairfax 
McLaughlin, and ex-Senator George H. Forster. 
Secretary Gilroy called the roll of ssembly dis- 
tricts and the leaders responded with brief and 
glowing descriptions of the healthy condition of 
the organizations in their districts. After all 
the districts had been heard from, Joseph J. 
O’Donobue, the great coffee dealer, who tondly 
hoped to be the union candidat« for Mayor, pre- 
sented a startling address, attacking Henry 
George and asking the Tammany voters not to 
be seduced from their allegiance by him.

O'Donohue asked that this address should be 
adopted as a declaration of war against Henry

ITALIAN OPERA. bd 

“I Lombardi alla prima crociata” was 
first performed in Milan in 1843 and represent- 
ed in Paris, with a much-changed libretto, un- 
der the title of “Jerusalem,” in 1847. Its first 
hearing in the United States was had at the As- 
tor-Place Opera House in 1849, under the man- 
agement and conductorship, of course, of Mr. 
Max Maretzek. Its last occurred at the Acad- 
emy of Music in the Spring of 1870, Signor de 
Vivo being the impresario. 

The story of “I Lombardi” is decidedly com- 
plicated. Pagano and Arvino are, as it runs, the 
sons of one of the Lombard conquerors of 
Rhodes. Pagano, deeply enamored of Viclinda 
and enraged at her preference for his brother, 
has attacked and wounded his rival, and has then 
fled. When the curtain rises the spectator be- 
holds the monks and the people assembled before 


the Church of St. Ambrose, in the island of Rhodes, 
to celebrate the return of the pardoned culprit. 
He appears, and his injured brother forgives and 
embraces him. But revenge still possesses 
Pagano’s heart. At night he enters Arvino’s 
abode, but in the dark he mistakes his victim 
and kills his own father iustead of his brother. 
Smitten with remorse, he hurries to a wilderness 
in Palestine to expiate his crime, and there, un- 
der the garb of a hermit. acquires a great repu- 
tation for sanctity. Years have elapsed. It is 
the epoch when all Christian Knights and 
Princes have been summoned to the tirst 
crusade, and Arvino and his followers have 
landed in Palestine, obedient to the call of Peter 
the Hermit. Here he seeks out the holy recluse 
in bis mountain retreat, hoping to gather coun- 
sel and consolation in his sorrows, for the 
Saracen chief of Antioch in the conflict has car- 
ried away his daughter. Pagano, concealed by 
his garb, promises to end his bruther'’s sorrows, 
for Pirro, formerly his squire and confidant, now 
@® repentant renegade, has promised to yield 
Antioch, where he holds a command, 
to the Christian bands. In that city. 
lives Giselda, an inmate of the harem of Oronte, 
protected by Oronte’s mother, Sofia, (secretly a 
Vhristian,) and passionately beloved by her son, 
who, under the double influence of love and 
conviction, determines to become a convert to 
her faith. Giselda, however, forgets her Chris- 
tian friends and listens but too fondly to the 
vows of her Saracen lover. Antioch is betrayed 
to the Christians, led by Arvino and Pagano; all 
the Saracens are put to death, and Giselda, 
by her lamentations over the fate of her 
true lover, brings upon her head the wrath 
of her father. In the retreat where she has 
taken refuge from his anger her lover, Oronte, 
who has escaped from his enemies, reappears 
disguised as a Lombard. The lovers fly to- 
gether and are pursued by the Christians, 
Oronte receiving a fatal wound. Pagano comes 
and takes him to his cell, and there the Saracen 
Prince dies a Christian convert, while Giselda 
in her despair, through divine interposition, is 
consoled by a vision of Paradise. Pagano, who 
has become the guardian spirit of his injured 
brother, accompanies him to the siege of Jerusa- 
lem, and is wounded to death defending him. As 
he dies he removes his cowl and reveals his 
name, his death forming the final cataaggo phe of 
the opera. 

The music which Signor Verdi has wedded to 
the textbuok founded upon this most embroiled 
of imbroglios belongs to his first manner, which 
is most happily typified by “Ernani.” It is 
far less appropriate, less illustrative, and less 
thoughtfully treated than the score of * Luisa 
Miller,” and may be described as decidedly 
gaudy in pattern, but portions of it are de- 
cidedly melodious; moreover, measures that 
nowadays appear reminiscent, such as the 
basso’s air in the first act, which recalls 
** Infelice,” in “ Ernani;” the soldiers’ chorus, 
reminding one of “ Zitti, zitti’ in ‘‘ Rigoletto,” 
and the choral! interruption of female voices in 
the same number, bringing up recollections 
of “OU Trovatore,” may fairly be set down 
—all the works mentioned having  fol- 
lowed ‘TI Lombardi”—as revealing the 
composer’s originality if notinspiration of the 

urest sort. The best portions of “I Lombardi,” 

owever, are the quintet and finale of the first 
act—this act, unfortunately, being the least im- 
pressive of the four—the well known romance 
commencing “ La mia letizia,” a conventional but 
effective bass air, (‘Ma quando un suon,”) and 
the soprano’s air beginning ‘Se vano 41] pre- 
gare” in the second, the final trio for soprano, 
tenor, and bassin act the third, and a showy 
soprano air, with the familiar chorus ‘“O sig- 
nore” in the fourth act. 

**T Lombardi” was only passably performed at 
the Academy last evening. The opening scenes 
of the opera were not promising, but the quality 
of the representation grew better as the music 
became more effective, and in the third and 
fourths acts the artists really did their most 
commendable work. ‘I Lombardi” is an opera 
requiring voices of exceptional timbre and 
strength, and the soprano réle demands not only 
tonal beauty and vigor, but somewhat uncom- 
mon powers of execution. Its needs were 
not all met in yesterday’s rendering, and they 
would probably not be responded to in many of 
the great opera houses of Europe. Hence the 
somewhat uneven impression of “I Lombardi,” 
parts of the work being capitally sung, and 
sad interpreted with but slight effect. 

ignor Pinto, as Pagano, and Signor Giannin1, as 
Oronte, may be said to have divided the honors 
of the night; if, in truth, the efforts of these 
artists’ associates had been on a plane with 
those of the tenor and bass, the revival 
might have been set down as memorable. 
Unhappily, Signora Ricci, who personated 
Giselda, was seldom equal to the réle. Toward 
the close of the performance there were indica- 
tions that many of the prima donna’s earlier 
shortcomings were to be ascribed to extreme 
nervousness; there can be no question, how- 
ever, that betwixt the part and the occasion 
Signora Ricci was sadly overweighted. The 
other characters were sustained with miscella- 
neous results; the chorus was numerous, and 
sang ‘“‘O pel sufficiently well to receive an 
encore, which compliment was also bestowed 
upon Signor Giannini’s “ La mia letizia.”

M'OABE’S ALLEGED INSANITY. 
CAREFULLY WATCHED IN JAIL WHILE 
AWAITING EXAMINATION. 


Dr. A. E. Macdonald, the Superintendent 
of the City Asylum for the Insane on Ward’s 
Island, telegraphed from Chubb’s Dock, Wash- 
ington County, to District Attorney Martine 
yesterday, that he would be inthis city to-day 
and will examine ex-Alderman Francis McCabe 
in Ludlow-Street Jail. Dr. Allen McLean Hamil- 
ton wrote to Mr. Martine that he would visit 
McCahe whenever Dr. Macdonald was ready to 
undertake the examination. Drs. Macdonald 
and Hamilton were requested by Mr. Martine to 


see McCabe and determineif possible whether or 
not he is insane. Itis not believed that the phy- 
sicians named will be able to report their con- 
clusions after one visit to the prisoner, and it is 
barcly possible that the case will not be called 
into court until after the election. 

in the meantime the other indicted Aldermen 
can breathe the air with as much freedom as $40,- 
600 bail will permit them to breathe until Mc- 
Cabe’s case is disposed of, Warden Keating, of 
Ludlow-Street Jail, has McCabe closely guarded 
in order to prevent the ex-Aiderman from com- 
mitting suicide. In the Warden’s opinion Mc- 
Cabe is insane. Many of McCabe's old friends 
and neighbors are of the same opinion. District 
Attorney Martine said yesterday that he had no 
idea when be placed the MeCabe case on the 
calendar for trial that an attempt would be made 
to prove thatheisinusane. He would call neither 
Miller, Farley, nor Kirk to trial until this case 
Was out of the way. He said that the seven per- 
sous indicted by the Grand Jury on Tuesday 
were Sharp, Foshay, Richmond, Kerr, Keenan, 
Moloney, and De Lacy. 

The witnesses upon whose testimony the in- 
dictments were found were H. A. Cornell, the 
stenographer of the Senate investigating com- 
mittee; Henry M. Tate, an accountant; Francis 
J. Twomey, Clerk of the Board of Aldermen; 
Arthur.T. J. Rice, Cashier of the Broadway Na- 
tional Bank; Andrew Powell, real estate agent, 
and his brother, George V. Powell; Thomas F. 
Ryan, Secretary and Treasurer of the Broadway 
Road; Thomas H. McLean, Secretary of the 
Twenty-third and Bleecker Street Railroads; 
Charles £. Townsend, an accountant, who was 
employed to examine the accounts of the Broad- 
way and Seventh-avenue line; J. Frank Kernan, 
a newspuper reporter; Charles B. Alexander, of 
the law tirm of Alexander & Green; John M. 
Scribner and Osborn E. Bright, of the law firm

FATAL POLITICAL QUARREL, 
SHOT BY A MEMBER OF THE NOTORI- 
OUS WHYO GANG. 


Among the appointments as Deputy 
United States Marshals for the coming election 
was John O’Rourke, a constituent of Thomas P. 
Walsh. O’Rourke is said by the police of the 
Fourth Precinct to be a member of the Whyo 
Gang, and yesterday started on the road to its 
leadership, which is about to be vacated by 
*Dahny” Driscoll, by shooting and mortal- 
ly wounding Timothy Lyons in the ten 
cent lodging house kept by Timothy O'Brien 
at No. 88 Rooseve!t-street. About 2 


o’clock in the afternoon Lyons was sitting 
on a lounge when O’ Rourke entered. and the two 
soon began quarreling about politics, Lyons 
being a follower of Patrick Divver. Thomas 
Waish was in the room, but says that he was 
asleep and was awakened by the report of the 
pistol. When he looked around he saw Lyons 
sitting ov the lounge and holding his abdomen 
with both hands. He said, “fm shot.” Waish 
pays that he did not see O’ Rourke or any one else 
in the room. O’Brien was out on the sidewalk 
driving away some boys who were playing mar- 
bles. He ran in when he heard the shot, and he 
and Walsh helped Lyons to the Uak-streei sia- 
tion, where it was found the bullet had entered 
bis abdcmen. 

O’ Rourke was found in a house further down 
20o0sevelt-street and taken to the station house, 
where Lyons identified Lim as the man who 
shot him. Lyons was taken to the Chaimbers- 
street Hospital and O’Rourke was arraigned be- 
fore Justice White at the Tombs Police Court, 
and held to await the result of Lyons’s injuries. 
O’Brien and Walsh were sent to the House of 
Detention. O’Rourke said that he could procure 
witnesses to prove that the shooting was an ac- 
cident. He is 28 years old and a good specimen 
of the rough class of young men who terrorize 
the lower wards of this city. The house No. 88 
Roosevelt-street is a netorious resort for meu of 
his stamp.

CONTRACTOR BAIRD SUSTAINED. 

Engineer Balch, of the Bureau of the 
Commissioners of Accounts; Engineer McLean, 
of the Finance Department, and Engineer Cor- 
yell, of the Department of Public Works, who 
made such a rumpus about alleged frauds in the 
repavement of Fifth-avenue, will not be pleased 
over the report in favor of the work of Con- 
tractor Mathew Baird, made by such eminent 
und disinterested engineers as William E. 
Worthen, Julius W. Adams, and Robert Van 
Buren. 

These three gentlemen were constituted by 
Gen. Newton a Board of Experts to examine the 
work of Mr. Baird. The report says that 
while there are some variations from the 
terms of the contract, the differences are not 
such as are substantialin their nature and ex- 
tent. The committee would in no way condemn 
the work as a whole, it being such as is required 
by the contract. The report concludes as fol- 
lows: “Our examinations have been as 
thorough as we considered necessary to exhibit 
the character of the work, and from them we 
were enabled to form the opinion that in ac- 
cordance with the contract the construction has 
been carried on in a good, firm,and substantial 
Inanner, and we have, as requested by you, re- 
ported that simple fact.” 

Gen. Newton yesterday removed Engineer Cor- 
yell, trom the position of Supervising Engineer 
over the repavement of Fifth-avenue, and ap- 
pointed Roy Stone in his place. 


ACTION BY THE BOARD OF ESTIMATE. 

The estimate for 1887 of the Police De- 
partment, amounting to $4,680,727 56, was 
considered by the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment yesterday. The sum of $3,855,- 
272 10 was allowed for 1886. After listening 
to Police Commissioner Voorhis, who spoke of 
the necessity of turther developing the police 
telephone and patrol wagon systems, the board 
provisionally allowed $4,215,567 for the next 
year. No appropriation was made for the use of 
the electrical signal boxes. 

The estimates of the Street-Cleaning Depart- 
ment were reduced from $1,207,000 to $1,050,- 
000. The following amounts were allowed for 
he conduct of other branches of the City Gov- 
ernment: Mayor’s office, $34,500, or $2,000 less 
than the amount allowed for this year; Legis- 
lative Department, $72,700; County Clerk’s 
ottice, $85,000, a reduction of $9,000 from the 
amount asked for; Civil Service Board, $17,700; 
Finance Department, $272,500, and Cily Record 
office, $218,400. It was the sense of the board 
that future contracts for the publication of the 


City Record should be let to the lowest responsi- 
yle bidder. 


STRIKERS RETURNING .TO WORE. 
While the Executive Committee of the 
Master Plumbers’ Association: was in session 
yesterday it received a report that 10 union 
men had returned to work at the shop of Mead 
& Rossman, at Thirty-second-street and Fourth- 


avenue. This, said the Chairman of the commit- 
tee, made a total of 34 union men who have 
abandoned the demand made by the Journey- 
meu’s Union and had agreed to adopt the rules 
of the association. The bosses now feel confident 
that the journeymen are getting tired of being 
idle and will gradually return to work. 

Anumber of stonerubbers are still out, but 
they said yesterday that they expected their con- 
ference committee to soon settle all difficulties 
with the boss stonecutters, 


SS OE 
HIS “INFLUENCE” A FAILURE. 
John H. Marr was in the Tombs a short 
time ago, charged with keeping a disorderly 
house. To him went Frank Whittaker, of No. 49 
Delancey-street, who told him that for $100 he 


vould have have his $1,000 bail reduced to $300. 
Marr gave Whittaker $100, and the next day 
was released on $300 bail. Then Whittaker got 
840 more, alleging that he had influence in the 
District Attorney’s office and could get the in- 
dictment against Marr quashed. Marr finally 
“tumbled” to the fact that Whittaker had no 
influence, and had him arrested. Whittaker was 
yesterday convicted in the Court of General 
Sessions of obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses, and was sentenced to three years’ im- 
prisonment.

Col. Charles 1°. Homer, commanding the Sev- 
enty-first Regiment Veterans, asked for a place 
for 50 men in the land parade. Adjt. C. H. 
Covell, Secretary of the Seventh Regiment Vet- 
eran Association, stated that 200 uniformed 
members would parade. Capt. D. A. Crisculo, of 
the Society of the First Regiment Nizza Cavalry, 
asked a place for his society, numbering 50 men. 
Charles D. Kellogg, Secretary of the charity or- 
ganization at No. 21 University-place, wrote 
to know if provisions were made for charity 
organizations. Capt. C. <A. Stillman, of 
Hartford, Conn., preferred a similar re- 
quest with regard to retired officers. The 
Sens of the fevolution have expressed 
their desire to participate in the festivities. The 
Board of Trade and Transportation wrote, advis- 
ing Gen. Stone that they would be represented 
by eight delegates in carriages, bearing their 
standards.

The flagship Tennessee arrived yesterday and 
anchored off Bedloe’s Island.

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A MARTYR 10 DUTY. 
DEATH OF CAPT. R. W. GRACE, COMMO- 
DORE OF THE NATIONAL LINE. 

Capt. R. W. Grace, the Commodore of the 
National Line steamship fleet, died at sea on Sat- 
urday last while in command of the America. 
That vessel arrived in port yesterday with his 
body. When it returns on Wednesday next it 
will take the body home to Englund. The Amer- 
ica on leaving Queenstown at 1 o’clock in the 
afternoon of Thursday of last week encountered 
immediately a storm. Until the storm ended on 
saturday morning Capt. Grace rewained almost 


continuously on the bridge, a steady watch of 
42 hours. He was then overcome with apoplexy, 
and die i 15 hours after the attack. His daughb- 
ter, who had come on the voyage with him in 
the hope of repairing her health, was prostrated 
by ner sudden bereavement. First Officer Kob- 
inson took the Captain’s place after he left the 
bridge, and held command during the rest of the 
voyage. Yesterday Capt. Grithths, of the Spain, 
was trausterred to the America. He will prob- 
ably take her back on Wednesday. 

Capt. Grace was one of the best known and 
most popular of the transatiantie Captaius. His 
otticers all liked him, and among passengers he 
was ageneral favorite. The National Company 
had employed his services for more thau 20 
years. So high was the company’s regard for 
hin that during almost the entire period of his 
service he was assigned to each new ship as fast 
as the company increased its fleet. tHe com- 
manded in turin the Spain, the Egypt, and the 
France, taking each of those shipson its first 
trip across the ocean. In 1884, when the com 
pary bought the America, the command of this 
finest acquisition to the fleet feil naturally to 
him. That was his post to the day of his death, 
except for the few months thatthe ship served 
the British Government as an armed cruiser 
Capt. Grace was 57 years old. His family con 
sists of two. grown sons besides the daughter 
who accompanied him on this last trip.

TESTING THE BURIED CABLES. 

The experimental tests which have been 
applied to the three blocks of cable belonging to 
the city fire alarm service which have found a 
resting place in the Sixth-avenue conduits have 
proved so satisfactory to Superintendent J. 
Elliot Smith that he has ordered three blocks 
more to be laid between Thirty-fourth and 
Thirty-seventh streets. ‘The naked wire which 
is laid along with these cables forms a valuable 
instrument to ascertain the effect of burial on 
telephone and electric light wires, and the Com- 
missioners feel confident that all the argument 
will be on their side when they order all wires 
under ground next mouth. 

Asto the new section on One Hundred and 
Twenty-tifth-street, Engineer Kearney and the 
Averell representatives have been in consulta- 
tion, and while no contract can be granted until 
after the meeting of the commission on Tuesday, 
itis given out that everything looks like a 
speedy beginning of work.

duits and run wires. 
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TWENTY THOUSAND ORCHIDS SOLD. 

Twenty thousand orchids were sold at 
auction yesterday by Young & Elliott, at No. 56 
Dey-street. Many of them were from F. Sander 
& Co., St. Albans, England, and included several 
rare varieties. 

The Spathoglottis Kimballiana, named after 
W. 8. Kimball, of Rochester, brought the high- 


est price, $150, and was purchased by Mr. Kim- 
ball. This plant has flower spikes two feet high, 
each bearing as many as 20 flowers, and of 
these from 7 to 10 are expanded at 
one time. The flowers are of a brilliant 
yellow, spotted with purple. A species of 
Aerdes Mitratum was knocked down for $75. 
The flowers are colored white and lilac. A 
Celogyne Sanderiana brought only $11, though 
the plantis rare. Other prices were: $25 fora 
Cypripedium Sanderionum, bought by Mr. Kim- 
ball; Saccolubium Celeste, $11, bought by Mr. 
Corwin; Cypripedium Godefrays, $8; Aerides 
Godefrayx, $9; Vanda Cathcartii, $5 25; Ccel- 
ogyne Fostermanni, $4 50; Cypripedium Rey- 
iinier, $9 50, and the Augrecum Leoni, $4 75. 
Altogether the orchids brought fair prices, 
though some of the rarer species went cheaply.
